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ANNUAL ADDRESS, 1950-51 ° 


Your Excellency, Fellow members, Ladies and Gentlemen,— 


Although it had been customary for your President on some 
occasions to address the Society once at least during the term of his 
office it is my privilege to address you once again this evening at 
the end of a third term of office as President. in spite of consider- 
able pressure of other work I am reluctant to allow the present 
_, opportunity to pass without recording, even though they may be 
> within a short compass, my observations on the past work or the 
future prospects of the Society. The kindness with which my 
remarks had been received in the past emboldens me to trust that 


my observations will be received in the same indulgent spirit as on 
those occasions. 


During the year which has just closed we had lost two of our 
most energetic and reputed workers in the field of Indology. Prof. 
Devadatta Ramkrishna Bhandarkar passed away full of years 
and honour. He had for a long period occupied a pre-eminent 
position as a scholar and archzologist. He was the son of a great 
father who also was a pioneer antiquarian of India. His principal 
field of work was in the beginning in the Archaeological Department 
of India and for the better part of his maturer years he was connected 
with the Calcutta University. After his retirement he was associated 
in different capacities with the Hindu University of Banaras and 
the Madras University. During his long association with this 
Society he used to take an active interest and occupied many res- 
ponsible positions. He had been an elected Fellow and year before 
last he became an Honorary Fellow. His original contributions gave 
him a very high position among scholars throughout the academic 
world. It is fortunate that after his retirement from University 
service he was placed in charge of bringing up-to-date a volume of 
Corpus Inscriptionum Indicarum containing the Gupta Inscriptions 
which had been out of date, last edition being of 1888. AL _ 
though in failing health, he had the satisfaction of completing "His 
work just a few days before death snatched him away. In Dr. Bata-; 
krishna Ghose we mourn the death of a scholar comparatively jünior 
in age but one who had already made his mark as a front rank 
linguist, grammarian, and Vedic Scholar. He easily carrie away 
„the highest honours from the Munich University and the University 
of Sorbonne. His clear expositions of abstruse subjects like Linguis- -

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ledged authority in that field. His knowledge of French and German 

was unrivalled. We only hope that the unpublished works of his will 
not*be lost to us but will be made available in the near future. This 
Society elected Dr. Ghose as a Fellow at the last Annual Meeting and

ous other activities. His influence was felt in many a diverse sphere E 
of Indian life, though he never brought himself into the lime light or w Į 
let others know what good work he was doing. The assistance 1 
rendered by him for attainment of self-government for India is A 
well known. In academic matters his services were varied. He | 
had placed his outstanding ability unreservedly at the disposal of |

; poned because the Government have not yet put the Society in funds 
E E 
for making the actual award. Even for the award made last year, 
| the Society has not yet been reimbursed. We regret that two other 
awards due this year, viz. the Sir William Jones Memorial Medal 
and the Joy Govind Law Memorial Medal, cannot be awarded as there | 
is a deficit in the respective Funds. The excess expenditure of pre- 
vious years has not yet been made up. The reduction in the interest 
yield and the continued high price of gold raise a problem about the 
future awards as well. 


Last year I had sounded a note of warning that the roll strength 
of our members was likely to be affected and that unfortunately has 
proved true. Quite a large number of members had to be removed 
under the rules on their failure to pay up their dues. This reduction 

yi in the number is caused by the division of India leading to the ; 
creation of a separate State; a number of Europeans also left 
the shores of India after retirement. We trust the educated public, 
Indians and non-Indians, will continue to take an active interest in 
the work of one of the oldest cultural societies. I have no doubt 
that the Society will not be allowed to languish for want of support 
either from the public or from the State. 


You will all be pleased to notice that the periodical publications, 
which were in arrears a few years ago and had been brought up to 
date, are being issued regularly. During the last year contributions : 
received on scientific and medical subjects had waned. 1 trust this

'"will take a long time before they can be prepared, not to speak of it 
being published. In the meantime the attention of interested ; 
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scholars to.some of the more important and interesting items in our 
collection is being attempted to be drawn. Our Librarian has 
arranged an Exhibition this year for advanced study and research 
among the rich manuscript collections of the Society. The brochure 
which has been prepared is not merely a dry list of names. Under 
each item is added a note giving indication of its importance and the 
manner in which that particular manuscript may be of use to re- fa 
searchers and scholars. For this occasion, only one important , 
aspect of study viz. historical, has been selected. The Exhibition —~ |) 
is intended to illustrate how important facts of history and chrono- ‘ 
logy are found imbedded in what are generally regarded as rather 
unlikely sources, viz. manuscripts and manuscript-colophons. So 
far as the Sanskrit Manuscripts are concerned, geographically æ 
speaking, only materials pertaining to Eastern India and Nepal have 
been shown. The manuscript-colophons are very valuable as con- 
temporary evidence in the nature of brief notices supplying new and 
important data. Being contemporary they serve as checks on 
pieces of evidence available from other sources.

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With regard to the Islamic Manuscripts a mass of historical 
material is included in the collection of despatches and letters, 
whether compiled officially or by private individuals as epistolary 
models. Such collections contain valuable information. Not unoften 
they furnish us with documents of archival importance. The list pre- . 
pared for this occasion deals with a small fraction of total collection 
and that also is limited to the historical aspect. Similar lists may 
be prepared with regard to other topics and spheres—religious, 
social and cultural history of India and her neighbours. 


. I would draw your pointed attention to a few of the interesting 
items to bring out the fact that many a dark corner of the history of 
India can be lightened up by a proper utilisation of our materials. 
4 r No doubt our Library is now being used by a large number of scholars 
and researchers, but unless steps are taken to finance a sustained and 


continued work on particular topics the resources available cannot 
be properly tapped or used. 


I shall take the liberty of referring to a few of the more im- 

pant items of manuscripts which are either unique or have not 
. been properly utilised or have not yet been published. The Rama- ^

pon rt be ae contemporary with the author. It gives 
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Buddhakapalatantra-tika, Laghukalachakra-tika, Pancharakshā, 
etc, are important as supplying material facts of history and chrono- 
logy. In the section on Nepal such manuscripts as Ashiasáhasrika 
Prajnaparamita, Vinayaka-stavaraja introduce the names of new 
kings who had been so long otherwise unknown, while those of 
Karandavyüha, Syayambhu-chaitya-bhattarakoddesa, Lalitavistara, 

* etc. supply important chronological information. In the section on 
Mithilà all the six manuscripts, as supplying authentic dates, are 
singularly important for the chronology and geneology of the Mithilà 
kings. Of the epistolary collections in the Islamic section special 


> 


>> attention may be drawn to Munshaai-i-Mahru, and Ruqat-i-Abdul- 


Latif, each a unique copy; the first, an important source book for 


“the history of the later Tughluqs and the second for the reign of. 


Jehangir and Shahjehan. Besides, such others as Gulshan-i-balaghat, 
Bihar-i-Sukhan, Adab-i-Alamgiri, Rugat-i-Alamgiri, Majmua-i-Ashar 
(with a copy of the will of Auranzib), Majnua-i-Mukatabat, Insha-i- 
Qasim Tabasi are of rare interest and are well worth closer inspection 
and study. A unique manuscript of Malfuzat-i-Ahammad-i-Maghribi 
contains, again, many interesting allusions to the state of India at 
the time of Timur’s invasion, and the last item, the Majmua, contains 
three political pamphlets of the latter half of the 18th century empha- 
sising the dangers of foreign conquest. Besides the exbibits from 
the Library you will, I have no doubt, also feel interested in the rare 
numismatic and pictorial treasures exhibited from private collections. 


While speaking about the Library we are glad to record that the 
results of the stock-taking which had been undertaken immediately 
after my assumption of office are being taken advantage of, though 
not as much as one would like to see. Without a proper Card-Index 
of our entire collection and a complete and uniform catalogue it 
is impossible to utilise the priceless treasures. The progress of work 
has been slow, owing to cuts imposed by the State on grounds of 
financial stringency. The work is now progressing practically and 
entirely by drawing upon our reserves and balances. It is not 
possible to complete this very important work in the near future 
without our resources being supplemented from outside. 


The descriptive catalogue of Arabic manuscripts which had been 


. begun by Samsul Ulema Moulvi Hidayat Hosain and was continued 


after his death by Moulavi Mahfuzul Haq has now been completed 
by.Dr. Mohd. Ishaque. The second part of Blue Annals by Roerich 
has now been printed off. In the Monograph Series the Original 
Correspondence relating to the Foundation of the Royal botanic 
‘Gardens in Calcutta had been edited by Dr. K. P. Biswas. Other 


items of works which*had been completed and were awaiting publi- - 
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cation are how in the hands of the printers and we expect a number 
of them to be completed during the current year., t 


During the last year we had welcomed distinguished visitors 
from different States of India and outside. They were the Delegates 
- attending the Political Science Conference and the Centenary cele- 
brations of the Geological Survey of India. They evinced a great ~ 
deal of interest in the work of the Society and were struck by the « 
varied and rich collections of ours. It may be interesting to note“ 
in this connection that though the Geological Survey of India now 
= celebrates its Centenary it were ihe members of this Society who e- 
had broken the virgin fields from long before the Survey Départment  : 
had been established. We record with pride and satisfaction the 
Society's activities during the last 167 years of its existence which 
included investigations both in the Humanities as also in the differ- 
ent branches of Science. Geology was not neglected. It was a 
piece of new information to the experts, who had congregated from 
different parts of the world in connection with the Centenary cele- 
brations of the Geological Survey, that from 1788, when the earliest 
published transactions of the Society, viz. the Asiatic Researches 
came out, till 1851 when the Geological Survey of India was estab- | 
lished, it was in this Society alone that interesting and original 
researches in the domain of Geology were undertaken and published. , 
In the pre-Survey period the total number of dissertations on Geology | 
alone published in the Society's Journals ran up to 207 and cover a l 
few thousand pages. Every part of India and Burma and diverse 
aspects of the geological science, stratigraphical as well as dynamical, 
are covered by the authors. 
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It is not only in the geological department but in every other 
-sphere of Science and Arts that the members of the Society made 
valuable and original contributions. Steps have been taken by us 
to bring up-to-date and publish a consolidated Index of all subjects 
or titles discussed in Books, Articles and Notices published by this 
Society, covering near about a hundred thousand pages. The 
Deputy Librarian, under the guidance of an expert committee; is 
«ROW preparing the same. This would be of immense utility to the 
academic world—teachers and students. Many of our publications 

e are now out of print and are accessible only in the bigger Libraries. 
“The existence of such valuable work is not known to mqst of the 
students—not only those outside the Society but even to those con- 
nected with it. An Index,had been prepared, though not on, such 

, an ambitious scale, when the Centenary of the Sociis) was celebrat ' 

f ed qn. une eighties of the last century. The present work will be a 
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more comprehensive one and will include references to all published 
warks up-to-date. 
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I have had occasion last year to touch upon the financial needs 
of this institution. The position which this Society occupies is a 
unique one. The manner in which the resources available may be 
utilised are diverse and varied. The things which require immediate 4T 
attention are also not a few. To conserve and maintain what our 
predecessors had collected demand our attention as much as their 
further development and consolidation. It will be my bounden duty 
to place on record the present position. Last year I had brought 
it to thc notice of the members the fact that certain temporary cuts 
of 20% had been made in 1932 in the grants which were being 
| paid by the Government of Bengal. In spite of repeated requests 
, we have not been able to convince the Government that the Society 
| 
i 


‘is entitled to a larger amount than what had been fixed seven or 
eight decades ago. The cost of publication has increased three—, if 
not four—, fold. Instead of suplementing the existing grants the 
authorities are insisting on continuing the cuts which were initially 
only of a temporary nature. The hopes which were expressed by 
Your Excellency last year that the sum involved being not great, 

| the Finance Minister might lend the Society a sympathetic ear ifa 
| further representation were made. But that has till now remained 

' unfulfilled. . The amount in question is, comparatively speaking, a 
small one but what the Society can reasonably expect is a gesture 
in the right direction. So far as the publications are concerned we 
have not yet suspended the same for paucity of funds though we 
cannot undertake all the publications for want of funds. We have 
been drawing upon our accumulated balance of previous years. 
This cannot go on for an indefinite period. ` 


The great desideratum for a new building has to remain unfulfill- 
: ed for the present. We were seriously thinking of utilising a sub- 
stantial portion of our reserves for the building scheme but we cannot 
afford to do so now in view of the present emergency created by the 
cuts imposed by the Government. 

Last year I had purposely refrained from chalking out any 
ambitious scheme for being undertaken in the immediate future. 
I had, however, attempted to draw the pointed attention of the friends 
and supporters of this Society to certain items of immediate needs. 
: Quite a’ large number of important publications which had been 
| published during the last World War could not be acquired to com- 
>... Plete our Library collection. Some of the serials are required to be 
E “completed. We have already taken steps to acquire some of the books 
| not purchased previously and thus to complete ourstock. A non- 
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recurring grant of Rs. 50,000/- would have been sufficient. I had 

also pointed out that the early completion of the Catalogues, ot 

Manuscripté was an urgent necessity. Near about a lakh of Rupees 

spread over 4 to 5 years would enable the work to be pushed through 
and we may simultaneously arrange to expedite their publication. 

= The Catalogues which are already complete are also awaiting publi- 
cation and such of them as can be brought within our own resources, * 
even by drawing upon our past balances and accumulations, have * 


already been done. : 
We had, during the year before last, been encouraged by tho in 
visits of the Hon’ble Minister for Education in the Central Govern- 
ment and by the kind words of appreciation and an assurance of e aa 
assistance from his Government. That such appreciative words 
were meant to be acted upon was apparent from certain token  .  « 
grants which we received during that year. We were, therefore, ' | 
naturally building high hopes of further augmentation during the 
last year but to our misfortune, we first received an intimation that 
a cut of 74% would be imposed on the normal grants which were A 
being received during the last three years. We made proper re- | 
presentations when such orders were received. Quite late in the fi 
year we received a further communication indicating that the annual ‘ 
grant of Rs. 20,000/- for general purposes would be reduced by 
half with immediate effect for the year 1950-51. This we had never ' 
expected. Difficulties through which the Government are now pass- | 
ing are no doubt well known but it has been repeated by the highest P 
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authorities in the land that such of the institutions and items of 
work which were considered to be of national importance or were 
recognised as being of a productive nature would not be affected by 
application of the pruning knife. I do not think that it is necessary 
for me to remind the authorities who hold the purse strings of the 
State that the work which this Society is concerned with is of the 
greatest national importance. Mere repetition that we have attained 
independence will not be of any avail unless and until our countrymen 
are afforded opportunities to know not only the culture and heritage 
we are E to pat also to have before our minds’ eye the ideals which 
we are to work up to. It has been acknowledged, times without 
mmber, that the Asiatic Society of Bengal had YA the date of its 
efoundation revealed the inestimable treasures which lie buried or “ 
° scaitéred through the length and breadth of the country. This 
Society is one of the principal bodies in the country which can, and I 
am sue, will indicate the path for the future generation. 


o „We are very often prone to talk about ideals, which Ed As 
e, Ancient India, of poverty being the brand of scholarship and we are 
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told that we should have the same ideal even now amongst scholars 
and teachers. However humbly the scholars may live they must 
maintain themsélves and those who depend upon them. They do 
not lay any claim to thé amenities and the privileges which are 
afforded by the State and the public to other departments of life, 
whether they are in the services or in other professions. On facilities 
being provided, even on a very modest scale, the scholars can reveal 

o the real soul of India. In spite of the present-day financial stringency 
which stares us in our face we are trying even now to continue in the 
path which we had chalked for ourselves since the days of our illus- 
trious Founder. Last year we had a deficit budget. The retiring 
council has proposed another deficit budget for the current year. 

^» We heard with interest the advice which came from your Excellency 
last year that cultural institutions may go in with the fullest confi- 
dence for deficit budgets. We were heartened by the wide outlook 
‘and the great sympathy as evinced by your Excellency. We are 
emboldened by the nobleness and sanctity of our endeavour and 
the faith in the ultimate sagacity of and recognition by the powers 
that be. This Society can never languish in the discharge of the 
duties which were undertaken 166 years ago. We would continue 
to tread in the footsteps of our predecessors and always remember 
the pregnant motto left by our Great Founder. 


I shall not detain you long but cannot but indicate very briefly 
one or two particular spheres of work which are urgently necessary 
in our present changed conditions in this country. I had emphasised 
last year that the Government should undertake to collect materials, 
either manuscripts or in other forms, which are now fast disappear- 
ing. On the partition of India some of the most important Museums 
and Libraries containing such ancient materials were now situate in a 
different State. Nobody can raise any objection on that ground. All 
would be gratified if the foreign States take as much care as is called 
for and assist in the preservation and development of those institu- 
tions. We were gratified to hear that the Pakistan Government were 
taking steps for restarting the exploration and excavation of sites 
of. archeological interest and that expert advice had already been 
obtained. Harappa and Mahenjodaro are of national pride to 
every Indian, whether they may be now in Bharat or in 
Pakistan. We cannot, however, say the same thing so far as some of 
the existing museums in East Bengal are concerned. The Library 
and Museum founded by. Kumar Sarat Kumar Roy and handed 
over for management to the then Government is one of the most 

' sacred places for all historians and scholars as also for persons who 
take any interest in the sanctity of historical records and national 
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archives. The Meseum which had grown in the city of Dacca also 
contains many important materials. The University of Dacca had | 
undertaken a monumental work for writing anew the History of | 
Bengal. A portion of that work has already been published. With 
the departure of many of the scholars who were intimately connected 
< with these institutions the treasures which are housed there are not 
being utilised in the same manner. I would make a fervant appeal i | 
to the authorities who may be responsible for the proper organisation « | 
of these institutions to see that the innumerable manuscripts copper- : ) 
plates, sculptures etc. are preserved. I would plead for proper | 
facilities being offered to scholars for visits to those places and to carry , : Y 
on the sacred work which had been going on for deeades in : 
the past. Bengal, as known in ancient times, had its capital in the « 
regions which are now situate in a different State and our Govern- | 
ment should take the matter up with the authorities of the other "doe 
State for making facilities available to scholars, irrespective of their 
race, religion or creed so that the true history of Bengal may yet be 
completed. It would be a national calamity if this matter is not | 
taken up immediately as the writing of a true history of Bengal is ‘ 
one of the greatest and urgent needs. | 


~ 


While on this topic it is necessary to emphasise the collection : 
and preservation of the records which are now distributed in different | 
Collectorates and Courts not only of Bengal but through all the: | 
States of India. Historians are no doubt grateful to the Government | 
of this State for the steps taken to organise the historical section of 4 
the record office not only as regards the custody but about the publi- | 
cation of the valuable archives which it contains. The attention | 
of the Historical Records Commission during the last session was i 
pointedly drawn to this important source for collecting the necessary | 
.data. There was a time when a very important portion of the old | 
records in the High Court oi Calcutta, such records being of the 
pre-High Court days, was destroyed as unnecessary and useless. | 
Fortunately about a decade ago this Society was invited to examine 
the remaining portion of the old records which had been sorted out 
for destruction by officers maintained by the Court for the record 
office. It then transpired that the entire series of the Index Volumes 
of the Sadar Diwani and Sadar Nizamat Adalats had already been 

e destroyed. It is not possible for the record keepers of a Court to “ 
-appreciate the historical significance or the importance of particular T 
records for the future generation—these are the functions not of a 
lawy€r but of an antiquarian and historian. No doubt since the I 
twenties of this century repair and organisation of the records‘of the * ^'^ 

.. | Sagar Diwani, Adalat had been undertaken but very little progress 
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has been made so far for the systematic arrangement of the Nizamat 
records or the administrative papers of either of these two old Adalats.. 
The archives oi the Mayors Court and of the Supreme Court were 
taken up for arrangement and many interesting details were found 
out when the representatives of this Society visited the records ori 
invitation from the High Court, That work was not, however, con- 


tinued for long. Systematic and scientific examination of these ' 


' old documents should be entrusted to experts and the proper 
^ historical value of such documents appraised. Until Govern- 
ment is in a position to. organise a Public Record Office in such 
manner as was organised in London some years ago this Society 


to shift and examine such records with the help of an adequate staff 
7 of fully trained archivists. 


It is not only in public offices or Courts but in the offices of 
"some of the ancient families of Zamindars in Bengal that very valu- 
able records are still available. Reference in this connection may 
be made to the priceless records which were in thé possession of the 
Nawab of Murshidabad. Maharaja of Burdwan, the Sovabazar 
Raj family are some of the many who also may be approached in 
this connection. Such records are, however, rapidly disappearing 
and will disappear altogether unless saved from the ravages of insects, 
damp or careless handling. No time should be lost in taking up this 
‘very important piece of work. The records of the Society, the 
Sanskrit College at Calcutta and the record room in the sister States 
of Bihar, Assam and Orissa should also be properly examined. The 
ancient history of Bengal included the history of Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa and during some portion of the Mohamedan and more parti- 
cularly the early British period Bengal was the nerve centre for the 
whole of Northern India. 


I have often wondered if this Society could not take upon them-. 


selves the work of preparation of a dependable, scholarly and critical 
editions of at least the major Puranas with an analytical index of 
their rich contents. The Puranas, it is common knowledge, are 
veritable encyclopzedias of the spacious days they reflect. They hold 
in'them the accumulated stock of ancient wisdom and knowledge 
since the beginning of the history of human society in India and a 
considerable portion of Asia. They begin with the story of creation 


‘and hardly anything that interests and is concerned with the total _ 
social living in any aspect of life, is left out. Indeed, cosmoiogy. 


and geography, astrology and astronomy, history and chronology, 
law, government and politics, religion and rituals, arts and sciences, 
à RSE and professions, house-building and town and village planning, 
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tree planting and irrigation, and a hundred and other subjects, reflect- 
ing ancient Indian life and civilisation, are brought within their 
sphere of interest. The Puranas, though couched in the shape and 
form of myths and legends, can really be said to be the epitome of 
traditional Indian knowledge at different stages in time and as regis- 
tered at different grades of Society. . 


But these rich contents of Indian history, tradition and culture | 
have not yet received the attention it deserves. Pargiter, one of the , 
veterans who devoted a life-long study to the Puranas, reaped a good t 
harvest from the Puranas, used as source books for history, of tribal < ~ | 
settlements and of ruling dynasties as well as for geography. Wilson, “f

by his English rendering, underlined the importance of the Vishnu- ` 
purana, and Pargiter of the Markandeya. The Vayupurana has, 

been studied analytically by one scholar while another has made a 

critical analysis of a number of Puranas. Almost all scholars writing t 
on any aspect of Indian history and culture draw heavily on the 
Puranas, specific chapters of which relating to specific subjects | 
have also been edited or summarised and studied critically. But, 

on the whole the Puranas have not yet been subjected to any com- 
prehensive vision and treatment as source books of ancient Indian 
humanities and the sciences, as the Mahabharata and the 
Ramayana have been. 


mention a few, and to begin with, the texts of the Puranas have not 
yet been critically established by a comparative study of the various 
recensions current in different parts of India and by collecting the 
texts. Secondly, there is no analytical index to guide readers and 
scholars through the enormous unsystematised mass of data and 
information. Then, each Purana and its component parts have yet 
to be fixed, as far as possible, in time and space, that is its date and

The difficulties in the way of such treatment are obvious. To, | 


` provenance have to be ascertained with the help of whatever evidence 


is available. No less important is the task of ascertaining the layers 
or stages of compilation of each individual Purana as well as of the 
whole of Puranic literature.

When all this is done, only then would it be possible to utilise 
the Puranas to our best advantage as source books of our ancient 
heritage. 

I cannot help holding the view that this is a task which ought to '* 
India's past. Certainly, such a gigantic task has to be spread over 
a nufhber of years, perhaps a generation. It cannot be undertaken M 
individually by one or two scholars, but has to be done and pushed © STel 
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through by a group of competent sholars—linguists and historians— 
in à co-operative, enterprise. This Society is the proper place where 
this work can be undertaken. E 


As I lay down my office I extend my most cordial thanks to 


my fellow members and the office staff for the unstinted support - 


which I had received from them in the discharge of my duties. It 
had not been possible to do as much as I hoped owing to circum- 
stances beyond my control. I have, however, this satisfaction that 
the cultural atmosphere and the interest of scholars in the work of 


. the Society have again been revived and the future is now well 


assured. o In an institution like this it is the help and assistance of 
scholars and well wishers which can keep alive the torch which was 
lighted when the Society was founded. I do not feel any doubt about 
the future growth and development of the activities of this institution: 


‘May this Society continue to hold the beacon light as the premier 


cultural institution in Asia.

“We have just had the pleasure of listening to Mr. Justice Mookerjee’s + 

address. I do not propose to take up much of your time. Last Year I had 
. the privilege of attending your Annual Meeting and said something which it? 

is not necessary to repeat today. It is really a great thing to be a link in 
the chain which the Society represents. This Society was founded in 1784 te 
and this is its 167th Annual Meeting, and I feel a sense of personal pride as | 
well as of gratification that it should have been given to me to serve as a | 
link in this great chain of scientific, cultural and scholarly endeavour spread 4 

over such a long period. Last year I remarked that kings and dynasties 

rise and fall but the people remain, their customs and institutions remain, | 
and the institution of the ancient village community in India is an example | 
of that continuity of customs, tradition and culture through thousands of | 
years. ‘Justice Mookerjee has just now stressed the importance of an investi- 1

of India in the past. We owe it to Sir William Jones and those whom he 
inspires in each generation—this generation and the coming generations— 
that investigations into those ancient institutions should always continue to 
be made. I entirely agree that the field of research is vast and still remains 
unexplored. I am not quite familiar as to what was the exact procedure ” 
adopted by Lord Cornwallis, when the Permanent Settlement was introduced $ 
in Bengal and necessary inquiries were made in that connection. But in l 
Northern India, particularly in the United Provinces, ancient records of ] 
' Permanent Settlements are not now available. We have, however, a system | 
= there of 30-years’ settlements and records exist in some districts for Settle- 1 
ments made between the years 1833-40, and 30 years later, between 1865 5 
and 1875. In course of these ro years records practically covering the 
whole of the United Provinces except three or four districts were completed. 
Now as a lawyer in the course of my practice I have frequently had occasion 
to consult these 1833 and 1865 records, and have found them most wonderful 
and interesting reading. The Board of Revenue had fortunately issued a 
set of instructions to Settlement Officers, and some of the instructions directed .« 
A thecSettlement Officers to make an enquiry into the village customs and also 
“to make a record of the history of each village. "The result is thet today in 1 
the U.P. where there are over a lakh of villages you will find at least in 90 
per cent of them a complete official record made on the spot by a properly- 
trained Settlement Officer as to what he had gathered about the history oft 
that village, the sort of people who lived there, their manners and customs, 
e social, moral, in the field of inheritance and everything else. There is a : 
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great field for enquiry, but unfortunately the 
The difficulty has always been, as Mr. Justice 
of finance as of a lack of inclination. You are livin inet hts” great big 
city and you possess all the traditions and the pursuasive influences of this 
Society and therefore in Calcutta we have witnessed generation after genera- 
tion a number of scholars labouring upon this very elaborate and difficult - 
work of investigation—almost a thankless job merely for the love of the 
work itself. I may illustrate my point by quoting an instance. When I 
was in Orissa I came across 2 books, and before I left I ‘gave instructions 
that those two books should be preserved with great and special care. I 
came across them quite casually. These were the two volumes of 
Dr. Rajendra Lal Mitra on ''The Antiquities of Orissa". Both these two 
volumes bore an inscription in the handwriting of the author, and both of 
them were first editions. The first volume, if I am not mistaken, was a 
presentation copy to the then Viceroy, Lord Dufferin or Lord Lytton, Iam 
not sure. The other was a presentation copy to the Lt.-Governor of Bengal, 
Sir Ashley Eden. 


His Excellency next related how during the separation of Bihar in 
1916 from the then Bengal these books relating to the “Antiquities of 
Orissa" were allotted to Bihar and later allotted to Orissa when Orissa 
became a separate province in 1936, and he had given directions that these 
books should be preserved in the Government House as a priceless treasure. 
Dr. Mitra devoted his time and labour simply for the sake of learning, he 
never thought probably in terms of money at all. We have had such men, 
generation after generation. I observed during my practice in the Allahabad 
High Court how judges and advocates, European scholars, members of the 
Indian Civil Service had laboured in this field of research. They did their 
own job in the office for 6 hours and spent another 8 hours in investigating 
the customs and manners of the common people, the flora and fauna of the 
countryside, archzology, etc. Now that India has become free that urge, 
that enthusiasm for investigation, for knowledge, for research into the varied 
treasures of the past, to which the President has referred, should come from 
within India itself. It is not a question of a grant from the Government. 
Whether you are a doctor, or an engineer, or a lawyer, or in the services, 
you should just take to these investigations as an enthralling hobby of your 
own. These people of other lands did it not because the East India 
Company or the Government paid them something extra, but out of mere 
love for the work. I am sure the Society is very familiar with the name of 
Mr. Vincent Smith, the great historian of ancient India. He was a District 
and Sessions Judge in the United Provinces and he was never promoted to 
the High Court, perhaps because the Government thought that he wasted 
most of his time in writing a history of ancient India and making investiga- 
tions. inte the reign of Asoke! These remarks are presumptuous, nonetheless 
they are pertinent and I am obliged to make them to illustrate my point. 


^[ have heard with regret about the slight decline in the membership 


of the Society, due to the departure of sgsmag. abe ean members. I 
share that regret because I feel that they a hota piribution ty our

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stock of knowledge of ancient India, but you can't have it both ways. Nor 
can you say that the Pakistan people have gone away, because I do pot | 
draw any digtinction between India and Pakistan so far as our ancient | 
culture is concerned. I do hope that some effort will be made to inspire by 
precept and example the young men and women of our Universities and 
„Colleges to take an interest in these things so that the coming generations 
may share our love and interest on these things. It can never be a paid 
proposition, it is a labour of love requiring zeal and enthusiasm for the sake 
of knowledge. I do hope that the Council in the coming twelve months 
will look into this matter and take some adequate steps to popularise interest ` 
in selfless work of this nature.

And Justice Mookerjee has, as an instance, referred Y 
to the Mahabharata and the Puranas that contain valuable information about | 
everything under the sun. You should read the Sastra about architecture. | 
My friend, Dr. Acharya of the Allahabad University has translated it, and [ 
with a little help from the Government of India he has got designs and » 
sketches which cover ixi pages. It took him some 16 years to complete | 
and he didn’t make any financial gain but did it just for love of work. , d 
From his book we learn that the Sastras give us definite instructions for 
building every type of construction from a single brick-room right up to a 
palace of 8 storeys.” 


Referring to one of the weekly lectures which was about food produc- 
tion, His Excellency mentioned that an expert came to him and said that he 
had made many detailed inquiries on the spot and examined various schemes 
but he had come to the conclusion that the system of irrigation devised for 


utilising the water of the Damodar 500 years back was the only system that 
could work even today. 


“Our Indian peasant” continued His Excellency, “is a very industrious 
and shrewd fellow in his own way, for he has been cultivating small patches 
of land year after year for thousands of years with a little rotation of crops. 
It would be grand if some of our enthusiasts were to go into the villages and

It may be that the Council’s appeals have met 
with flat refusals but I would point out that you Tespectfully suggest that 
you are doing work of great importance to the country, great importance to 
our cultural history and you want nothing for yourselves. It is*not a profit- 
making Society in which dividends are declared for the benefit of the Share- 
holders. There is no harm in trying, trying, and trying again. Here we 
are sitting in an enlightened atmosphere but I have got very varied 
experiences which might interest you and have got a far-reaching bearing on 
this financial discussion. A month or two ago I went on a tour in the 
interior of Jalpaiguri District among the unsophisticated peoples of Forest 
labour plantations, people not even of Aryan stock, illiterate and with no 
script of their own. But they knew what they wanted and said So quite 
simply. I was agreeably surprised to hear that they wanted schools, 
hospitals “with doctors and nurses, drinking water facilities, tube wells, etc. 
Now this is the difficulty. Government have got to finance all these 


"I hope that the Council will take some steps effectively and persuasively 


. to make a direct appeal to the citizens of Calcutta and of Bengal, if not the 


whole of India, to help you. These are the people who have got to find the 
cash. Whether you get straight from them or whether you get through the 
Secretariat at Delhi or in Calcutta, you ought to tap this source directly 
and I am hopeful that it will yield great results. I won't detain you any 
more. It has been a great privilege to come here this evening. I imagine 
this Annual Meeting has been looked upon by the citizens of Calcutta parti- 
cularly, and the members of the Society generally, as a great day in the 
history of the Society and a great event in the history of Calcutta. May

MANUSCRIPTS OF HISTORICAL INTEREST ; 4 


I. Sanskritic Section : 
Ancient Indian literature is said to have been deficient in | 
works of a historical nature and this observation cannot but be 
accepted. Apart from a few works of historical or semi-historical | 
character, the vast range of Indian literature contains but | 
little reference to historical events and, still less, matter of ‘ 1 
chronological value. Yet, fragments of historical information are 
preserved in what may be regarded as rather unlikely sources, ; $ 
and among them manuscripts with records of dates and other Y 
particulars of copying supply valuable information regaring ^ 
important facts of history and chronology. Below are cited a 
few such manuscripts containing valuable data regarding the 
history and chronology of Eastern India and Nepal. 


(a) Bengal and Bihar. 


r. Ramacarita of Sandhyakara Nandi (No. G. 9960): 
Palm leaf. Script—Old Bengali. No date—c. rath 
century A. D. : 


This important work (of which the present manu- 

script is the only copy), though formally a kavya 

written throughout in double entendre, is the only 

authentic historical work of ancient Bengal known to us. 

Read one way, it gives the connected history of the" 

- Ramayana. Read another way, it gives the history of 
Ramapaladeva of the Pala dynasty of Bengal. The ‘ T 

t 
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historical value of the work is, to a certain extent, veiled 
because of this character and it would have been diffi- 


“cult to interpret the history of Ràmapala had it not 


been accompanied by a commentary, also contempo- 
rary in all probability to the text, which gives a fuller 
account of the stirring events of the time. The commen- 
tary, however, abruptly comes to: an end, but the clues 
given in the preserved portion have enabled a more or 
less correct interpretation also of the rest. The author of 
the text, Sandhyàkara Nandi, composed the work in the 
reign of Madanapala and had exceptional opportunities 
of getting first-hand information, as his father was the 
Sandhivigrahika or the Minister of Peace and War of 
Ramapaladeva. 


The work centres round an important historical event, 

à revolution, which for a time eclipsed the Pala power in 
Varendri (North Bengal). Ultimately Ramapala was able 
to recover Varendri and restore the Pala empire to some 
semblance of its former glory. This unique historical 
document enables us to give a critical account of the his- 
tory of Bengal for half a century towards the close of the 
Pala rule with a wealth of materials such as are not avail- 
able with regard.to any other period. Other sources for 
the period are silent on this important fact of Bengal 
history which is known only from this valuable historical 
document. (Discovered by MM. H. P. Sastri in Nepal 
in 1897 and edited by him in Memoirs of the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal, Vol. III, No. 1; Re-edited with a 
complete commentary and English translation by 
Dr. R. C. Majumdar, Dr. R. G. Basak and Pandit N. 
G. Banerji in 1939). 
Maitreya Vyakarana (No. G. 4806): Palm leaf. Script— 
Kütila. 57th (?) year of the reign of Gopaladeva, 
perhaps the second king of that name in the Pala dynasty 
of Bengal. c. middle of the roth century A. D. 

The life of Maitreya, the future Buddha, in the form 
of a prophecy and his teachings. Thrice translated’ into 
Chinzse, the first by Kumarajiva between 384 and 417 
A. Ð., and also into Tibetan. But the Sanskrit original 
was not known before the discovery of this manuscript 
which is unique. © 

The palæography of the letters ascribes the manu- 
script to the roth century A. D. and the king is appar- 
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ently to be indentified with Gopaladeva II. The date, 
however, appears to have been subsequently retouched, 
thesoriginal figure being probably 17. 

Astasihasrika  Prajnaparamita (No. G. 4713): Palm 


. leaf. Script—Kütila. 6th year of the reign of Mahipala- 


deva, apparently the first king of that name in the Pala 
dynasty of Bengal. c. end of the roth century A.D. 
Illustrated. 

A paleographical study leads to the conclusion thai 
the manuscript belongs to the roth century A.D. and the 


king was apparently Mahipaladeva I who ascended the b 
throne about the eighties of the roth century. It was 


copied at the far-famed Nalanda Mahavihara which 
enjoyed the generous and unstinted patronage of this 
king. A similar manuscript, copied in the 5th year of 
the reign of this king, is now preserved in the University 
Library, Cambridge. 

Buddhakapalatantra-tikà by Abhayakara Gupta (No. 
G. 3827): Palm leaf. Script—Newari. No date—c. 
rath century A. D. 


A commentary on the Buddhakapalatantra (text 
known only in Tibetan translation by Mahapandita 
Abhayakara Gupta, a celebrated Buddhist author, who 
finished the work, according to the colophon of the r4th 
patala, at the Vikramasila monastery in the 25th year of 
the reign of Ramapaladeva. 


Abhayakara Gupta also wrote a number of works on 
Vajrayana, such as Vajravali nama Mandalopayika, 
Kdlacakravatara, Sampitodbhavatantra-tika etc. Two 
manuscripts of the first, one in Newari and the other in 
old Bengali, copied in the 12th century A. D., and one 
of the second, copied in old Bengali in 1047 Saka / 1125 
A. D., are in the R. A. S. B. Library. That.he wrote 
also the third work is known from a statement in the text 
of the manuscript exhibited. 


Amarakosa (No. G. 3822): Palm leaf. Script — 


Newari. 14th year of Govindapala. c. rath century 
A. D. 


Astasahasrika Prajñāpāramitā (No. G. 9989A): Palm” 
leaf. Script—Kütila r8th year of Govindapala. 

Two inscriptions and several manuscript-colophons are 
dated with reference to Govindapala. Of these only one 
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refers to his full suzerain titles and to his victorious reign. 
This is dated in the year 4. Others usually mention the 
date in a peculiar manner—gatarajye, viraushíarajye or 
atitasamvatsare—, while a few refer to the date as 
Govindapaliya samvat or Govindapaladevanam . .samvat. 
The exact interpretation of the dates hence has been a 
subject of controversy and a closer and more careful 
examination of the manuscript-colophons, as above, is 
expected to settle the question. The relation of Govinda- 
pala with the Pala dynasty has not been definitely 
established; but the name ending in pala and his assump- 
tion of full imperial titles, including that of Gaudesvara 
in one of the manuscript-colophons, raise a strong pre- 
sumption that he was the last of the Imperial Palas ruling 
over some parts of Bihar after the Senas had established 
themselves in Bengal. 


Laghukalacakra-tika, entitled Vimalaprabha (No. G. 
10766): Palm leaf. Script—Old Bengali. 39th year 
of Harivarmadeva, apparently of the Varman dynasty of 
East Bengal. c. 12th century A. D. 


Manuscripts of this important text, as yet unpublished, 
are extremely rare, this one and another (belonging to 
the r5th century) in the Society's Library being the only 
copies known. Harivarman is also known from two 
other manuscripts and from a copperplate grant issued 
from Vikramapura. He appears to have been a son of 
Jatavarman, the founder of the Varman dynasty of East 
Bengal. In the present manuscript there is one other 
date, the 46th year of the same king, stating that the 
manuscript was recited five times within seven years, 
The form in which the dates in this manuscript are pre- 
sented leads to doubts as to whether the dates should be 
referred to the regnal years of Harivarman or to an era 


‘founded by him. But the existence of such an era is not 


known. If the dates refer to his regnal years he is known 
to have reigned at least for 46 years. Harivarman has 
also been identified with Hari, mentioned in the Rama- 


carita, as a friend of Bhima, nephew of Divyoka, the, 


leader of the Kaivarta revolt in Varendri. s 


Paficaraksa (No. G. 4078): Palm leaf. Script—Old 
Bengali with inclinations towards Kitila. Saka 1211/ 
1289 A. D.; during the reign of GaudeSvara Madhusena. 
Illustrated. 
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{he colophon of this manuscript introduces the name 
of a new king ruling somewhere in South or East Bengal 5 
in the last quarter of the 13th century A. D. North and 
West Bengal had already passed to the Muslims, and it 
is only in South and Eastern Bengal that we find traces 
i of the existence of Hindu kings. The relation of Madhu- 
sena with the well-known Sena royal dynasty is not known 
for certain. He was a Buddhist as his epithet, Parama- c 
saugata, in the colophon would indicate. Whatever his l 
connections, he was the last flickering remnant of the \ 
traditions and pretensions of Gauda imperialism. x 


9. Prabodhacandrodaya of Srikrsna Misra (No. G. 6580): 
Indigenous paper. Script—Bengali. Saka 1665/1743 
A. D. D 


In the colophon there is a reference to Raja Gopala [ 
Siha, perhaps identical with the chief of the same name 
in the family of the Malla Rajas of Visnupur. He was 
an extremely religious-minded personality and stories 
about his piety are still household words in West Bengal. 

This manuscript, belonging to a date much later than | 
the above, has a reference to the well-known Malla Rajas | 
of Visnupur who, in the heydays of their power, enjoyed 
| almost a semi-independent status. 


In their records the Mallas of Visnupur used a reckoning, 
which, on account of this association, was known as the Malla era. 
It is mentioned as Mallévaninatha-Sakabda, or Sake Mallamahi- 
pateh, or simply as Mallabda or Malla San. Sometimes dates in 
other eras are coupled together and such synchronisms enable us | 
to fix the initial year of the era. Four such manuscripts are being 
exhibited, the synchronism in each case being with the celebrated E 
Saka era. With the help of these manuscripts the initial year of 
the Malla era may be fixed as Saka year 616, i.e. 694 A. D., | 
though according to the dates in the last it is Saka year 614 or 
692 A. D. Anyway, this era originated in the last decades of i | 
the 7th century A.D., but the circumstances which led to its origin 
are not clearly known. It may be pointed out also that the era un 

“is not, found to be in use earlier than the r6th century A. D. and i 
Beyond the limits of the western tract of the Bengali-speaking area.

3. Ghatakarpara-tika (No. G. ro839B): Indigenous paper. 
Script—Bengali. Saka 1642/1720. A. D.; Malla era 
1026/1720 A.D. 


4. Danakriyakaumudi by  Kavikankanacarya (No. G. 
3557); Indigenous paper. Script—Bengali. Saka 1533/ 
1611 A. D.; Malla era 919. The initial year of the Malla 
era in this manuscript, the earliest in the list, works out 
to Saka 614, i.e. 692 A. D., and not 616 as in the above. 

(b) Nepal. 

Nepal was intimately connected with Eastern India in the 
early days. There had been active religious and intellectual 
contacts. The Muslim occupation of the plains led to the emigra- 
tion of valuable materials of the history and culture of this part of 
the country to the hill-girt valley of Nepal where they found a 
generous welcome and asylum. These are now gradually bemg 
brought to light and an acquaintance with the history, life and 
conditions of this mountainous kingdom is necessary for a proper 
understanding of the history of Eastern India in the centuries 
preceding the Muslim invasion. 


Apart from epigraphical remains and the traditional chronicles 
(Vamsavalis), the history and chronology of Nepal, as known 
today, have been the result of a close and careful study of the 
notices of scribes of manuscripts giving particulars of copying, 
which, though brief, are very valuable as contemporary evidences. 
Not unoften a partisan spirit lurks behind the accounts of the 
inscriptions and of the Varisavalis, and the latter, compiled rather 
late, suffer sometimes from imperfect knowledge of facts. The 
colophons of manuscripts are free from such defects and these 
brief notices are invaluable, not only as supplying new and 
important data but also for serving as checks on the evidences of 
the other two. For the early period the manuscript remains of 
Nepal are numerous in the Society’s Library and a few items with 
definite historical and chronological information are being exhi- 
bited as illustrative of the contents of this Library in this respect. 


I. Sivadharma (No. G. 4077): Palm leaf. Script—Newari. 


Newari Samvat 156/1036 A. D. During the reign of 
Laksmikàmadeva. Q 

The earliest mention of Laksmikamadeva is in a 
Cambridge manuscript (Add. 1643), dated N.S. 135/1015 
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A. D5, when he is found to be ruling jointly with Bhoja 
and Rudra. Though such joint sovereignships are not 
usually referred to in the Varnsavalis, their existence is 
proved beyond doubt by colophons of several manu- 
scripts. For instance, in N.S. 128/1008 A. D. Nirbhaya 
and Rudra are found to be ruling jointly (Cambridge, 
Add. 866). Rudra is referred to in a manuscript in a 
private collection as ruling as the sole sovereign in N.S. 
148/1028 A. D. Rudra of these three manuscripts appa- 
rently refer to the same person, twice as sharing the 
sovereignty with others, and as the sole ruler in the third. 
The circumstances which led to the institution of such 
joint sovereignships are not clear, but the practice appears 
also in the subsequent periods. 


Laksmikamadeva appears as the sole ruler for the 
first time in N.S. 149/1029 A.D. in a manuscript of the 
Durbar Library, Nepal. We have a second date, N.S. 
156, in the manuscript on exhibition and his latest date, 
N.S. 159/1039 A. D., appears in a Cambridge manuscript 


(Cambridge, Add. 1683). The next date, N.S..164/ 1044. 


A.D., refers to the reign of Bhaskaradeva. In the Varı- 
$avalis Laksmikamadeva is said to have reigned for 21 
years. If correct, this period covers part of the time that 
he had been sharing the sovereignty with others. There 
was another Laksmikamadeva, Laksmikamadeva II, in 
Nepal, his known date being N.S. 313/1193 A. D. 


Astasahasrika Prajfüaparamita (No. A. 15): Palm leaf. 
Script—Newari. N.S. 191/1071 A. D. During the reign 
of Sankaradeva. Illustrated. 


The Society’s manuscript of the Bodhicaryavatara- 
panjika by Pandita Bhiksu Prajnakaramati (No. G. 
3830), dated N.S. 198/1078 A. D., refers also to the reign 
of Sahkaradeva. In the Vamsavalis this king is said to 
have reigned for 15 years and his known dates range from 
N.S. 189/1069 A.D. to N.S. 198/1078 A.D. The last 
recorded date of the previous king is N.S. 1086/1066 A.D. 
and the earliest of the next is N.S. 200/1080 A.D. 
The statement of the Varisavalis may hence be generally 
accepted. During the closing years of the 11th century 

AA D. the kingdom of Nepal was in turmoil on account 
of.internal feuds between two princely families, the 
Thakuris of Nayakot and the Thakuris of Patan. San- 


e -karadeva «belonged to the first, which had established 
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their hegemony in Nepal about 1044 A.D.« In N.S. 200/ 
ro80 A. D. we find a king of the name of Vamadeva, a 
scion of the Thakuri family of Patan which, according to 
the evidence of the available chronicles, drove away the 
Thakuris of Nayakot and captured the sovereign power 
in Nepal. Vamadeva closely follows Sankaradeva in 
date and it is not impossible that he dispossessed the 
latter of the sovereignty of Nepal. The Patan family, 
however, could not long enjoy the newly gained power and 
the Nayakot line was restored by Sihadeva (known date— 
N.S. 225/1104 A. D.), probably a son of Sankaradeva 
(Saraswati, Sihadeva, a forgotten king of Nepal, Proc. 
Ind. Hist. Congress, Bombay, 1947, pp. 249-253). 
Astasahasrika  Prajiiaparamita (No. G. 9973): Palm 
leaf. Script—Newari. N.S. 240/1120 A. D. During the 
reign of Simhadeva. 


The Vamsavalis do not refer to any reigning sove- 
reign of the name of Simhadeva about this time. But 
there is one Sivadeva whose dates range from N.S. 239/ 
iii8 to N.S. 243/1142 A. D. Apparently Simhadeva 
stands for Sihadeva, mentioned above, and there appears 
to have been a division of the kingdom on account of 
the rivalry between Sihadeva and Sivadeva, who were, 
in all probability, brothers. 

Astasahasrika  Prajüaparamita (No. G. 4203): Palm 
leaf. Script—Newari. N.S. 268/1148 A. D. During the 
reign of Anandadeva. Illustrated. 


Anandadeva was one of the sons of Sihadeva born, 
according to the Varisavalis, in N.S. 219/1098 A.D. and 
his reign is said to have covered a period of more then 
20 years. Of his reign have been found over a dozen 
manuscripts and the dates therein, ranging from N.S. 
267/1147 A.D. to N.S. 228/1168 A.D., generally support 
the VamSavali tradition. It is curious that this king, of 
whom so many manuscripts have come to light does not 
find any mention in Kirkpatrick's Chronicles. 


Malatimadhava-tika by Harihara Miéra (No. G. 4805): 
Palm leaf. Script—Newari. N.S. 336/1216 A.D. 
During the reign of Arimalla. ; 


Arimalla was born in N.S. 274/1154 A.D. nnd lived 
for 62 years and a few-months. This puts his death in 
N.S. 336 which is the date of the present manuscript 
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His dates in manuscripts range from N.S. 322/1201 A.D. 
to N.S, 336/3216 A.D. According to one tradition he is 
said to have reigned for 15 years, which appears td have 
been supported by the above dates. The alternative 
tradition, which assigns him a period of 25 years and a 
few months is palpably wrong. 


Candakausika by Arya Ksemisvara (No. G. 3824): 
Palm leaf. Script—Newari. N.S. 370/1250 A.D. 
During the reign of Abhayamalla and probably by the 
king himself. 


Kriyasarhgraha-pafijika by Kuladatta (No. B. 23): Palm 
leaf. Script—Newari. N.S. 373/1253 A.D. During the 
reign of Abhayamalla. 


Of Abhayamalla a number of dates have been found 
in manuscript-colophons and they range from N.S. 344/ 
1224 A.D. to N.S. 373, the date of the present manuscript. 
The VamSavali assigns him a reign of 42 years and 6 
months, which appears possible from the long stretch of 
his known dates. During his reign a “great dearth’ 
took place and one of the Varnsavalis registers the famine 
prices for grain in N.S. 352/1232 A.D. 


Paficaraksa (No. B. 35): Palm leaf. Script—Newari. 
N.S. 385/1265 A.D. During the reign of Jayabhimadeva. 
Illustrated. 


Jayabhimadeva, according to a Vamsavali, came to 
the throne in N.S. 378/1258 A.D. and reigned for 13 
years 3 months. His known. dates are N.S. 380/1260 
A.D. (Durbar Library, Nepal) and N.S. 385 in the 
present manuscript. Jayasihamalladeva, probably his 
brother, was associated with him as yuvaraja and suc- 
ceeded him. 


Vinayaka-stavaraja (No. G. 10723A): Palm leaf. 


Script—Bengali. N.S. 459/1339 A.D. During the reign 
of Jayarimalladeva. 


This manuscript, written in Bengali apparently by a 
Bengali scribe, furnishes an important fact of history, not 
hitherto known. During the second quarter of the r4th 


century A.D., the history of Nepal is rather in a con- ' 


.fusion on account of frequent outside aggressions. Jaya- 
rimalla is mentioned once, in N.S. 446/1326 A.D., but 
together with king Jayarudramalla. The present manu- 
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Script proves beyond doubt that he reigned in his own 
capacity as king and. further supplies a definite date. 
* Probably he ascended the throne after thesinvasion of 
Nepal by Adityamalla which happened in N.S. 448/ 
1328 A.D. 


Vasudhara dharani (No. G. 10757): Palm leaf. 
Script—Newari. N.S. 499/1379 A.D. During the reign 
of Jayarjunadeva. 


Jayarjunadeva, the son of Jayarajadeva and Rudra- 
madevi, was born in N.S. 467/1347 A.D. and succeeded 
his father. The earliest date known of him, N.S. 479/ 
1359 A.D., refers to him as yuvaraja. The latest known 
date of his father is N.S. 481/1361 A.D. and his earliest 
as king N.S. 484/1364 A.D. He must have come to the 
throne between these two dates. The last recorded date, 
known of him as king, is supplied by the present manu- 
script and he appears to have lived for a few years more 
as one of the Varisavalis places his death in N.S. 502/ 
1382 A.D. After him his family had to make place for a 
new dynasty, that of Jayasthitirajamalla, a scion of the 
Karnata family of Mithila, and a Vamsavali pointedly 
refers to the extinction of the old family near about N.S. 
503/1383 A.D. 

Candakaugika by Arya Ksemisvara (No. G. 8065): 
Palm leaf. Script—Newari. N.S. 507/1387 A.D. 
During the reign of Jayasthitirajamalladeva. 


Karandavytha (No. G. 4725): Palm leaf. Script— 
Newari. N.S. 515/1395 A.D. During the reign of 
Jayasthitirajamalladeva. 

Jayasthiti of the Karnata family, though a usurper, 
had already established some pretensions to the throne 
of Nepal by his marriage with Rajalladevi, daughter of 
Nayakadevi, herself a daughter of king Jayarudra of 
Nepal. In N.S. 497/1377 A.D. at the initiation ceremony 
of Dharmamalla, the issue of this marriage, king Jayarjuna 
appears to have been present. Jayasthiti thus seems to 
have become prominent already during the previous reign 
and to have made himself supreme by usurping the royal 
power after Jayarjuna. Jayasthiti’s dates range from 
N.S. 500/1380 A.D. and it is not impossible that already 
during Jayarjuna’s lifetime he established himselt as a 
rival and became the sole sovereign amount N.S. 503/1383 
A.D.- He was a great patron of literature and manu- 
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Script remains of his reign are more numerous. The 
second manuscript above extends his known reign period 
by one year: > 
Sarvasarasarhgraha attributed to Canakya (No. G. 
10723D): Palm leaf. Script—Newari. N.S. 516/ 1396 
A.D. During the joint regency of Jauraja Jaya- 
dharmamalla and his two brothers, Jayajotimalla and 
Jayakirtimalla. 


In this manuscript we have the curious evidence of 
a triple regency of three brothers, sons of Jayasthitiraja- 
malla, of whom the eldest was designated as yuvaraja. It 
is worth noticing that the three princes did not divide the 
kingdom, but all ruled together in perfect peace and 
amity (mahanubhavapritiyuktanena, as stated in the 
present manuscript). This regency occurred apparently 
during the lifetime of Jayasthitimalla. It is not known 
whether Jayadharmamalla ever reigned as the full-fledged 
king, though in an inscription his vijayarajya is referred 
to, but only as ywvarajaraja. Jayakirtimalla also prob- 
ably never reigned as king, but the second brother, 
Jayajyotirmalla had a prosperous reign, his dates rang- 
ing from N.S. 532/1412 A.D. to N.S. 547/1427 A.D. 

After this manuscripts become scarce and there is a 
lacuna of about 200 years in our records. 


Karandavytha (No. G. 9974): Palm leaf. Script— 
Newari. N.S. 713/1593 A.D. During the reign of 
Jayasivasimhamalladeva. 

This name is unknown in the genealogy and chrono- 
logy of Nepal. Perhaps he is identical with Sivasirnha or 
Sivadeva of the line of Kathmandu, one of whose known 
dates, N.S. 720/1600 A.D., is found in an inscription. 
The date of the present manuscript supports the identifi- 
cation. It also gives us the full name of the king, shorten- 
ed simply to Sivasimha or Sivadeva in other records.

During the three centuries and a half that followed the Muslim 
invasion of Bengal Mithila was a flourishing centre of Sanskritic 
studies. Comparatively immune from alien aggressions the ruling 
families of this land left their mark on Sanskrit culture by their 
active and generous patronage and the Mithila school made per- 
manent contributions to various branches of learning, particularly 
to Smritic studies. This period of intellectual activity in Mithila 
later on stimulated the revival of Sanskrit studies in Bengal and 
> hence the history of Mithila during this period has an important 
bearing for an adequate understanding of Bengali life and culture 
in later days. The information available for such a study is, how- 
ever, scanty and not free from confusion. Inscriptions are very 
few, and belong usually to much later periods. The chronicles 
(known as the pañjis) and also the accounts of the inscriptions are 
hopelessly vague and sometimes contradictory so far as the early 
| - ‘period is concerned. The manuscript-colophons supply, again, 
| authentic and important data in this respect as the few selected 
items will illustrate. :

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Harasirhadeva belonged to the Karnata family of 
Mithila and was the seventh in descent from Nanyadeva, 
‘thé founder of the family. Cande$vara, the celebrated 
writer of the Ratnākara, states in the introductory verses 
of his Krtyaratnakara that he, his father Vire$vara and 
sx his grandfather Devàditya, all held important offices in 
the court of king Harasimhadeva.  Deve$vara, a cousin 
of Candegvara, was also one of the ministers of this 
king. For Candeávara we have a certain date, Saka 
1236/1314 A.D., in which year Candesvara performed 
the Tulapurusa gift on the banks of the river Vagvati c 
after having conquered Nepal for his master. Harasimha- 
deva had to face the yavana invasion of his kingdom by 
Sultan Ghiyasuddin Tughluq in A.H. 724/1324 A.D. 
Apparently Harasimhadeva was defeated and had to 
retire to Nepal, a fact supported in the pañji tradition 
which states that Harasimhadeva repaired to the hills 
in Saka 1245/1323-24 A.D. Candegvara, however 
describes the king as having rescued the earth flooded by 
the Mlecchas and Jyotiriévara, in his two-act comedy 
Dhirtasamagama, played before the king in celebration 
of the alleged successful encounter, eulogises him as having 
conquered the Siratrana (Sultan). The manuscript, now 
exhibited, is important as supplying the earliest date 
known of the king who is thus found to have reigned for 
nearly 50 years. As three generations of Candegvara’s 
family were in his service this long reign of approximately 


half a century is completely in agreement with all the 
available data. 


Doubts have been raised regarding the actual form 
of the name of this king, some scholars being of opinion 
that Harasirhha is a mis-spelling for Harisimha which is 
the actual name. The name Harisirhha, however, rests on 
insufficient and doubtful data. Without entering into 
an analysis of the data on this point it may be said that 
Candeávara, Jyotirigvara, Vidyapati and even some of 
the pañjis refer to the king as Harasimha and the present ~ 
manuscript, the only contemporary evidence on record, 
settles the question finally. 


2.: Krtyakalpataru (Suddhi) by Laksmidhara (No. G. 
4741): Palm leaf. Script—Nagara. Samvat 1446/1388 
* *  A.D.* During the reign of Ràmasimhadéva. 
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Ramasithhadeva appears often in the list of the 
Karnata kings of Mithila. But his exact chronological 
position was uncertain due to conflicting evidences regard- 
ing his place in the family genealogy, some putting him 
before Harasimhadeva and some after. The present 
manuscript settles his period definitely. He comes after, 
Harasirnhadeva and flourished in the last quarter of the 
r4th century A.D. Rámasimhadeva was a liberal 
patron of learning—and eminent intellectual luminaries, 
like Srikara Acdrya, author of the Vyakhyamrta 
(Amarakosa-tika), Ratnesvara Migra, author of the 
Sarasvatikanthabharana, —Prthvidhara Acarya, author 
of the Mrcchakatika-tika, etc. flourished in his court. 
Though described as mahanypati in this manuscript and 
as Mithilamahimahendra and Mithiladhipati respectively 
by $rikara and Prthvidhara, his rule over Mithila was 
not undisputed and a part of the territory had already 
passed to a new dynasty, as the next manuscript will show. 


Lingavartika by Jayasimha (No. G. 4831): Palm leaf 
Script—Bengali. L.S. 228/1347 A.D. During the reign 
of Virasimhadeva. 


A new dynasty, that of Kamesa, had carved out an 
independent principality in Mithilà due to the decline of 
the power of the Karnatas as a result of the invasion of 
Ghiyasuddin Tughluq. Virasimhadeva belonged to this 
family and was a son of Ganeávara. Unfortunately, we 
have very few authentic dates for kings of this family and 
the chronology and succession remain merely conjectures 
based on unsatisfactory evidences of later traditions. In 
the present manuscript we have the earliest authentic 
date for a king of this dynasty which indicates that the 
dynasty of KameSa was ruling simultaneously with the 
Karnátas in their later days. Moreover, our manuscript 
proves the unreliability of dates recorded in tradition. 
The date of the death of GaneSvara, father of Virasirnha- 
deva has been placed in L.S. 252/1371 A.D. ; but this is 
absurd as his son Virasirhhadeva is known to have come 
to the thone already in L.S. 228/1347 A.D. Ganesvara 
died presumably before his son succeeded him. e *

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This manuscript refers to the reign of Sivasimhadeva 
the well-known royal patron of the celebrated ' poet 
Vidyapati. The family had already established its hege- 
mony over the whole of Mithilà probably very soon after 
1388 A.D., the recorded date of Ràmasirhhadeva of the 


Kamata family. The present manuscript furnishes us 


with the only authentic date of Sivasirhha and of his more 
renowned court poet Vidyàpati. The dates in the alleged 
copperplate grant of Sivasimha, it may be pointed out in 
this connection, are highly suspicious as they do not cor- 
respond with one another. The present manuscript fur- 
ther shows that the verse, attributed to Vidyapati, which 
places the death of Devasirhha, father of Sivasinha in 
L.S. 293/1412 A.D., is clearly an interpolation. 
Kriyakalpataru by Laksmidhara (N. G. 4026): Palm 
leaf. Script—Old Bengali. L.S. 374/1493 A.D. ; Saka 
1426/1504 A.D. Copied by order of Mahavarakumara 
Gadadharasithhadeva. 


Gadadharasirhhadeva was a grandson of Dhirasiriha- 
deva who belonged to a collateral branch of Sivasirhha’s 
family. Vidyapati also lived in the court of Dhirasirhha- 
deva, whose only date, again from a manuscript, is L.S. 
321/1440 A.D., and wrote the Durgabhaktitarangini 
under his orders. Gadadharasirnhadeva was himself a 
scholar and wrote a work, called Tantrapradipa, in which 
he mentions his father, grandfather and great-grandfather. 
It is not known whether he ruled as king, and the present 
manuscript is important as supplying one of the two dates 
known of him. The other date L.S. 372/1491 A.D., 
appears in a Nepal manuscript, copied also by the scribe 
of this manuscript. The dates in the two eras in the 
present manuscript do not agree, a point that reminds 
us again of the vagueness of our knowledge regarding 
the origin and nature of the Lakshanasena era. 
Chandogaparisista-tika by Narayana (No. G. 1298): 
Indigenous Paper. Script—Nagara. Samvat 1560 / 1502 
A.D. During the reign of Rajadhiraja Rüpanarayana. 

Rüpanarayana was a pet viruda of the Mithila kings 


and other particulars ate given. Of the three kings, 
Sivasimha, Bhairavendra and Ramabhadra.. who are 
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known to have taken this viruda, the present manuscript, 
on account of its date, refers to Ramabhadra, the son 
and successor of Bhairavendra. The earliest date known 
of him is L.S. 376/1495 A.D., as recorded in a British 
Museum manuscript of Gangavakyavali by Vardhamana _ 
(the text was composed under his patronage) copied dur- 
ing his reign. The latest is supplied by the Society's 
manuscript on exhibit. 

Ramabhadra was succeeded by Laksminathadeva 
who was the last known king of Mithila. Sultan Sikan- 
dar Lodi forced the territory into submission. 


JI. Islamic Section : 


Persian literature abounds in works of formal historical 
character. The well-known historical texts, pertaining to India, 
are many and they are represented in the Society's Library by 
fairly good manuscripts. Apart from such formal histories, 
much historical material is included in collections of despatches 
and letters, whether compiled officially or by private individuals 
as epistolary models. Such collections contain valuable data, 
generally not found in formal historical texts, and not unoften they 
furnish us with documents of archival importance. Only a few 
of such sources have received the attention of scholars. Some 
selected items are being exhibited here to emphasise the import- 
ance of such collections in historical investigations. 

I. Munshaat-Mahrü (No. 338/F. 11): Shikasta-Nastaliq. 

No date—c. 15th century A.D. 

An interesting and extremely rare collection of 
official documents and private letters by Abullah Mahra 
(Ayn-i-Mahru), same as Aynu’l-Mulk, referred to by 
Diyauddin Barani and Shams-i-Shiraj Afif, who had 
been a provincial governor under the Tughluqs of Delhi. 
Though primarily intended as models of elegant official 
correspondence, the collection, as a whole, contains a 
great number of interesting allusions and references to 
many people who played a prominent part in the history 
of India in the latter half of the 14th century A.D. There 
is also much valuable information on Indian life at that e 
period, specially with regard to conditions in Sind. e 

References to historical personages are frequent and 
among them should be meptioned Mu‘izzuddin Muhammad 
Ghüri, Shamsuddin Tltutmish, Sultan ‘Alauddin (‘Alauddin 4 
Khalji), Tughluq Shah (Ghiyasuddin Tughkiq), | 
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Muhammad Shah (Muhammad Tughlug), Firüz. Shah 
and his sons, etc. Of the important documents emanat- 
ing‘ from the Central Government special reference may 
be made to the letter of appointment of Fath-Khan, 
eldest son of Firüz Shah, to the governorship of Sind ; 
frman conferring the fief of Multan on the author ; a 
letter relating to the appointment of an official at Multan 
with instructions to watch over public morals, a letter of 
condolence on the death of Tughluq Shah, which inci- 
dentallv states that the death was caused by the collapse 
of kushk ; a letter of rejoicing on the accession of 
Muhammad Shah; etc. Among private letters of the 
author there are some addressed to officials, in which one 
deals at length with the victorious campaign of Firüz 
Shah in Bihar in A.H. 761/1360 A.D. 


The Society’s manuscript is unique and no other 
copies are known to exist. 


Ruqgà'ati-Abul-Fadl (No. CC. 137/111. 18) ; Shikasta- 
Nastaliq. No date—c. 19th century A.D. 

The collection of letters of Abül-Fadl, Mukatabat-i- 
Allami otherwise known as Inshā-i-Abū-Fadl, is well- 
known. The collection was compiled after Abūl-Fadl’s 
death by his nephew Abdiis-Samad between 1602 and 
1606 A.D. Divided into three daftars (I. Letters 
written on behalf of Akbar, II. Letters of Abül-Fadl 
himself, and III. Specimens of ornate prose in the form 
of preface and epilogues to different works) this collec- 
tion contains much historical information and has been 
frequently utilised by scholars. The Society’s Library 
has several copies of this important work, and also of 
several commentaries, some of which go back to the first 
half of the 17th century A.D. 


Of rare interest is the Ruqa’at-i-Abul-Fadl, a collec- 
tion of private letters of this celebrated historian, on 
account of the extreme scantiness of manuscript copies. 
The letters in this collection throw interesting informa- 
tion on the personal character of the writer, and also, as 
sidelights, on the conditions at the court. 


Gulshan-i-balaghat (No. CC. 131/II. 312): Indian 
Nastaliq. No date—c. 18th century A.D. 


An interesting small collection of letters by Abdul- 


,Wahháb b. Muhammad Mamüri al-Husayhi, perhaps a 
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Persian official on visit tọ India where he stayed as the 

< guest of Abul-Fadl. Though the majority of the letters 
are private they contain much information regarding the 

politics of his time which are of interest to a historian. 
_He started for India in 1592 A.D. and describes in several ° 
of the letters his journey through Abarguh, Shiraz, Yazd, 
Farāh, etc. Among important personalities mentioned 
are Itimāduddaula, Shāh Abbās (the Safavid king of 
Persia), Sultan Salim (afterwards emperor Jahangir), 
Abul-Fadl, etc. The collection may be consulted with 


with Persia and India in the closing years of the 16th and 
the beginning of the 17th century -A.D. 


4. Ruga'ati-Abdül-Latif (No. 364/F. 6): Indian Nastaliq. 
No date—r7th century A.D. 

An interesting collection of official letters, compiled 
by Abdül-Latif (died 1638-39 A.D.) who was in the 
service of Lashkar-Khan the Governor of Kabul, to whom 
the majority of the letters belong. Among important 
correspondences may be mentioned several epistles to and 
from Abdur-Rahim Khanikhanan, to Asaf-Khan, to 
Mahabat-Khan, to Firuz-Jang, etc. Among other inte- 
resting documents the account of the interview with the 
Persian embassy may be referred to. Among private 
letters especially numerous are those to Abdul-Wahhab 
Mamin. The Society's manuscript, now òn exhibit, is 
the only copy known of this collection and is expected to 
be of immense use for a detailed study of the history of 
Jahangir’s reign and also of the early part of Shajahan’s. ,

Council 


The Council met rr times during the year. The attendance averaged 
12.8 as against x2 of last year. Dr. Nihar-ranjan Ray carried on the duties 
of the Honorary General Secretary of the Society during the year 
except for two short periods when Dr. J. N. Banerjea officiated in his place. 
Dr. S. C. Law, who worked as the Honorary Treasurer, was away for two 
periods and' Mr. J. M. Sen and Dr. S. L. Hora successively officiated as the 
Honorary Treasurer. There was no "other change in the personnel of the 
Council. A summary of the more important decisions of the Council is 
given below month by month. 


In the January Council meeting held on 17-1-50 certain decisions regarding 
allotments of funds for a few items of petty works were made. 

In the February meeting of the Council held on 16-2-50 various Com- 
mittees as shown in Appendix III were formed. 

In the March meeting (15-3-50), the Council approved of the Institu- 
tional Membership of the Constituent Assembly of Pakistan. 

In the April meeting (17-4-50), Mr. J. M. Sen was appointed to officiate 
as Honorary Treasurer with effect from 18-4-50 during the absence of 
Dr. S. C. Law and Dr. M. Z. Siddiqi to carry on duty as the Jt. Philological 
Secretary during the absence of Dr. A.B.M. Habibullah. A sub-committee 
comprising the three ex-officio members and the Sectional Secretaries was set 
up to consider the letter of the West Bengal Government about the award 
of the Rabindra Memorial Prize. Another sub-committee comprising the 
three ex-officio members and Dr. Meghnad Saha, Dr. S. K. Mitra and 
Dr. S. L. Hora was formed for preparing a scheme regarding the financial 
aid to be asked for from the Government of India in connection with the 
air-conditioning of a portion of the Society’s premises.

CoPPER-PLATES: An up-to-date and revised catalogue of the copper- 
plates in the cabinet of the Society's Library was taken up by the Librarian. 


AccEssIONS: Exclusive of periodicals, the total number of accessions in 
the Printed Division of the Library during the year was 549 volumes against 
1296 of 1949. Of these, 244 volumes were purchased and 305 received as 
presentations or by exchange. The total amount spent on purchase of books, 
including subscription to Serials, was Rs. 7312-26. The drop was 
partly dye to the smaller amount that could be spent on purchases and 
partly to the fact that the figure during 1949 went up on account of the 
accessions under R. P. Chanda‘ Collection consisting of 641 volumes. The 
total number of issues of periodicals accessioned during the year was 2,366. 


In the Manuscripts Division, one manuscript was added to the Sanskritic 
Section by presentation and 13 to the Islamic Section by purchase. 

B. C. Law Cotrecrion: The collection was enriched by 2 volumes, 
both received with grateful thanks, as gifts from the donor, Dr. B. C. Law, to 
the Society’s Library. 

SIR CHARU CHANDRA GHOsE COLLECTION: In addition to the books 
given in 1947, Sri R. C. Ghose and his brothers presented another 116 


. volumes to the above collection. The collection, which evinces the sym- 


pathetic interest of Srijut Ghose and his brothers in the Society’s Library, 
will prove to be of great help to scholars. 


Accession Lists: This helpful feature, introduced last year, was 
continued and during the year rr classified lists were issued. 


ExcHANGES: During the year 11 new Serials were approved for ex- 
change. They represent publications on <ifierent branches of arts and, 
sciences by institutions in different parts of the world. Regarding resump- 
tion of old exchanges, held up during the war, the progress also was satis- 
factory and the list has reached almost its pre-war level. 

I new periodical was added to the library by subscription during the 
year under report. 


PHorosrATS AND Miucro-Firms:  Photostatic copies of a very. rare 
manuscript of Kalachakra tantra was obtained and another of a manuscript 
of Narada-Smrti requisitioned from the Cambridge University Library. 
Maherajkamar Dr. Raghuvir Sinh of Sitamau also presented micro-film ~ 
copies of two manuscripts of the Society's Library (Ruqaat-i. Abul Fazal and 
Jawawi-Samsam) which were lent to him for, purposes of micro-filning. 


Micro-Firm Services: With the,help of the technician of the Indian ~ 


Statistical Institute, the Library met a number of requests from instihiftionsy/ 
8 Sie 
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and individuals for micro-films end photostats of manuscripts and other 
materials in its possession. A number of requisitions could not be met due 
to rather high charges quoted by outside technicians for such works, and the 
Society is considering the practicability of opening a Micro-films Section, not 
only to meet such requisitions but also to have copies prepared of its own 
valuable treasures. 


Stipes: A new start was made during the year for opening a collection , 


of Slides and Photographs. 30 slides were prepared during the year for 
illustration of several talks and Dr. J. N. Banerjea also made over his col- 
lection of 27 slides to the Library. Besides, 16 old slides were collected ; 
the total number listed in the Library during the year was 73. o 
UTILISATION OF THE LIBRARY: During the year under report, 1943 
printed volumes were lent out against 1360 in the last year. There was also 


a distinct rise in the number of readers, the total number for the year being | 


2905, i.e. a daily average of ro, against 2472 and 8 respectively in 1949. 
The Reading.Room is already cramped and larger accommodation and better 
facilities in the shape of individual desk for each reader are urgently called 
for. The total number of printed volumes used in the Reading Room dur- 
ing the year was 29,400, i.e. an average of roo daily, against 22,983 and 77 
respectively in 1949. 

28 manuscripts were lent out during the year against 22 of 1949. 
Manuscripts used in the Reading Room totalled 5688, i.e. an average of 19 
daily, against 4118 and 13 respectively in 1949. 

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL SERVICES: The Society's Library had been on fre- 
quent demand by institutions (Government and Public) and individuals for 


bibliographical services and these were met to the satisfaction of the parties 
concerned. 


A BIBLIOGRAPHY Or BUDDHISM, prepared by Sri S. Chaudhuri, Deputy 
‘Librarian, was published as a supplement to the Journal, Letters Vol. XVI 
1950, No. r. Sri Chaudhuri has also completed a Bibliography om Tibet 
and has taken up an up-to-date and revised iudex of Society's publications 
Which has been recommended for publication by the Society. 


EXHIBITION: The Exhibition organised in connection with 
Meeting of the Society in February, 1950, proved a success and was on view 
for a week to satisfy general demand. Illustrative of the rich resources of 
the Library for purposes of advanced studies and research the exhibition Nus 
greatly appreciated and some of the local newspapers wrote special articl 
on it.

| BINDING & PRESEKVATION: Books and manuscripts bound during the 
| year numbered 284 against 423 of ihe last year. In view of a large number 
of old and rare books and manuscripts requiring special binding, the budget 
s grant under this head for the year had been augmented ; but due to dis- 
e turbances during the early part of the year and consequent lack of skilled 
Fe binders, it is regretted that the Society could not take full advantage of the 
| increased budget. The modest scheme of preservation, including sterilisation, 
fumigation and lamination, was continued, but the progress was handicapped 
due to*insufficiency of sterilising chemicals and fumigation chambers and 
lack of proper and suitable laminating paper. A thorough cleaning of 
| shelves, including cleaning of 73,883 volumes of printed books and manu- 
P scripts, was undertaken during the year, and for sterilisation the Library used 
' Insecticide paper recommended by the National Archives of India. The 
| two fumigation chambers were fully worked and with the arrival of two 
other chambers from the National Archives of India the work in this direc- 
tion may be accelerated. The work of lamination, as mentioned before, was 
handicapped for want of suitable laminating paper, the total number of 
folios laminated during the year being 1774. Negotiation is in progress 
with the National Archives of India for supply of suitable laminating paper 
for work in the Society's Library. 


RESEARCH FELLOWSHIPS: Four Research Fellows worked in the Library 
in terms of the Fellowship grant from the Government of West Bengal. Sri 
Bhabatosh Bhattacharya continued to work on Raglhunandana's Indebied- 
ness lo his Predecessors under the supervision of the Hon'ble Mr. justice 
Rama Prasad Mookerjee. Sri Biswanath Bandopadhyaya pursued his 
critical edition of the text of Laghukalachakra tika from an old manuscript 
in the Society's Library under the supervision of Dr. N. Dutt. Sri Sunil 
Chandra Ray completed his work on the Early History and Culture of 
Kashmir and begun a new work on the History of Indian Coinage from the 
fall of the Guptas to the establishment of Muslim Rule under the supervision 
of Dr. J. N. Banerjea. Janab S. M. Imamuddin completed the text of the 
Tarikh-i-Khan-i-Jahani wa Makhzan-i-Afghani and began the translation of 
the text under the supervision of Dr. M. Z. Siddiqi. The progress of each 
of the Fellows has been certified to be satisfactory by the supervisors con- 
cerned and an extension of the terms by one year more, after the expiry Of, 
the,present term on the 30th September, 1950, had been recommended in each 
case. As the intimation of the continuance of the grant for the year 1950-51 
as has pot been recejved yet, it has been possible to extend the terms fer short

Appendix II*contains the statements showing the accounts for 1950. 
The new form of accounts introduced in 1948 is being adhered to and this 
will enable the members to get easily an idea of the budgetary position. 


The Fund Accounts show their invested assets and the Investment 


Account (No. 34) shows the allocations of invested papers to each fund 
separately. 


In statement No. 36 may be seen the Balance Sheet of the Society and 
the different funds administered. 


Steps are being taken to transfer to the Permanent Reserve Fund the 
compounding fees of Rs. 1,010/- received during the year. 


The Government of West Bengal continued the 20% cut in some of the 


. Grants sanctioned during the year although representations were made 


requesting restoration of the cut, as the cut was imposed during the war years. 


The Special Annuual Grant of Rs. 20,000/- made by the Government 
of India and also of Rs. 5,000/- specially earmarked for the Arabic and 
Persian Manuscripis and Cataloguing Fund for the year 1949-50 were 
received during the year less 74% cut imposed by the Government of, India. 


It may be pointed out here that the Government of India intimated that 
the Society would get only Rs. 10,000/- for the year 1950-51 as Special 
Annual Grant and up to the end of the year the Government did not com- 
municate anything as to whether the amount of Rs. 5,000/- referred to in the 
last paragraph of their letter would be available or not at all during 1950-51. 
This will mean a set-back in the work of the Islamic Section and the atten- 
tion of the Government of India has been drawn to the fact. É 


The Budget estimates (Appendix IV) for probable expenditure show a 
deficit of a little over Rs. 6,000/- in place of the last year's deficit of nearly 
Rs. 17,500/-. The growing demands under various heads commensurate ` 
with the gradually expanding cultural activities of the Society in all direc- 
tions cannot be catered to without provision of amounts allotted under 
the different items of anticipated disbursements. Special efforts are being 
made for effecting an all-round improvement of the Library through the 
purchase of a larger number of useful, valuable and rare books and manu- 
Scripts and the preparation of an up-to-date Catalogue of books and the 


Descriptive Catalogues of the unique and varied collections of the Manu- 


scripts Section is being speeded up. There is no doubt that with the publica- » 


tion of the Catalogues, research scholars and workers throughout India — 


would feel encouraged to utilise the Society’s library to a greater extent than 
at present. Greater attention is also being paid to the publication òf the 


ks hitherto unpublished works of cultural importance. These efforts cannot 


be continued unless the finances are controlled with care and foresight, and 
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i ini ;hile framing the budget

Grants for Research and Research Activities 


The then Government of Bengal sanctioned a grant of Rs. 10,000/- in 
the first instance for 5 years in the year 1945 for the publication of works 
hitherto unpublished relating to the History of Bengal and Bihar. The work 
was commenced under the editorship of Sir Jadunath Sarkar and is being con- 
tinued. Since the original period of the Grant was over, the West Bengal 
Government was moved to renew the grant for the year 1950-51 and sanction 
the same amount for 2 years more, but no communication has been-received 
up to the end of December as to whether the grant will be renewed or not. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


New Building of the Society 


Though the necessity for a new and a more commodious building is 
being keenly left, due to various unavoidable reasons, steps could not be 
taken for the commencement of the new building. 


Printers 


The Printers for the numerous publications of the Society were the same 


as in the year 1949. 


Selling Agents 


The Selling Agents for the Society's publications in Europe, America 
and India remained as before, but there was a fall in the sales due to the 
„various restrictions imposed by the Government of'India about the free 
movement of articles meant for destinations outside India. Another reason 
for the fall is the fact that those books for which there is a demand, are

Regulations regarding the Library.—The Regulations for the Library may 
be grouped under two heads: one for those who manage the Library, and 
the other for those who use it. The former should be in the nature of 
guidance to the Library Staff for the efficient working of the Library and its 
development along proper lines. The latter should be in the nature of informa- 
tion and help to the readers for utilising the Library to their best advantage, 
subject, however, to the interests of the Library itself. 


1. The Library of the Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal consists of the 
following sections:— 


(a) General Section consisting of printed publications and manuscripts 
in European languages. : 

(b) Sanskritic Section consisting of printed publications and manuscripts 
in Sanskrit and Sanskritic languages. 

(c) Islamic Section consisting of printed publications in Islamic 
languages. 

(d) Sino-Tibetan Section consisting of Printed publications, manuscripts 
and xylographs in the Chinese and Tibetan languages. 


(e) Coins and Copper-plates. 


2. The Librarian shali have under his charge all these sections and also 
photographs, slides, paintings, and other articles belonging to the Library and 
shall keep a proper register for each section and collection. 


3. The Librarian shall be held responsible for the efficient working of the 
Library and for the safety of all articles of the Library under his charge. 


4(a) The staff attached to the Library shall be directly under the care 
and supervision of the Librarian. 


(b) The Librarian shall maintain an Attendance Register as well as a 
Diary for the staff, to be countersigned by him every day. 


(c) All bills relating to purchase of books shall be certified by the Libra- 
rian before payments are made. The certificate should include the accession 
numbers assigned to the books. 


(d) No expenditure on any other item pertaining to the Library, e.g., 
binding, preservation, etc., shall be made on that account without a certificate 
from the Librarian. 


(e) No papers or correspondence, etc., pertaining to the Library shall 


. be referred by the office direct to any member of the Library Staff othe: than 


the Librarian. 


(f) The Librarian shall be furnished with imprest-money, not exceeding 
Rs. 25, to meet contingent expenses relating to the Library, which amount 
shall be recouped at the end of every month. Imprest cash shall be made 
available to the Librarian through the Cashier.

(b) A book shall be kept in the Library in which Members may write 
the names of any books, etc., they may recommend to be purchased for the 
Library. 

(c) The Library Secretary shall receive either direct or through the 
Society's Library all recommendations for the purchase of books, 


(d) The Library Secretary shall, after such consultation with the Sec- 
tional Secretaries and other experts as he judges advisable, prepare each month 
a list of books which he recommends for purchase. 


(e) These lists shall be circulated to the Library Committee and consi- 
dered in Committee. 


(f) The Librarian shall communicate to the Library Secretary each <e- 
quisition received for loan of a book not in the Library and the Library 
Secretary shall advise on the question of its purchase. 


(g Notwithstanding the above regulations, the Library Secretary is, 
however, empowered to spend on his own responsibility up to Rs. 150 per 
mensem on books which he considered shquld be obtained at once, subject to 
subsequent report to the Committee.

T. Sri Bhavatosh Bhattacharya, Sir William Jones Fellow in Sanskritic 
studies (Joined ro-ro-19): He is working on Raghunandana’s indebtedness to his 
predecessors. Yn continuation of the work reported last. the Fellow has traced 
quotations from Lakshmidhara and Madhavacharya in the 23 Smrti works of 
Raghunandana to their original sources. viz.: Lakshmidhara’s JXrityakalpa- 
taru and Madhavacharya’s Kalaniynava. His attempt to trace quotations from - 
Rudradhara in the letter’s Suddhiviveka is without anv result as other works 
have to be consulted. Mr. Justice Mookeriee reports the progress as satisfactory. 


2. Sri Biswanath Bandhopadhvaya. Raia Raiendra Lal Mitra Fellow in 
Buddhistic Studies (Toined 8. ro.

'?, announced as either resigned or died, there is one name—that of Khan 
Bahadur K. M. Asadullah—which will be remembered personally by many 
members, as the late Mr. Asadullah had been associated with the Society for 
a long period although he was at the time of his death not a member of the 
Society. The Council thought that we in this Society ought to recall his, 
work not only as one of the members of the Society but as a member of the 
Council, and as an office-bearer in different capacities, and place on record 
our appreciation of his past services to the Society.

7. The Chairman then took up the next item on the agenda, that is, , 
the question of changing the name of the Society by dropping the word 
“Royal”. He said:— 

"I may give you a short history as to how this proposal now comes 
before us. This Society, when originally founded, was called: 'THE 
ASIATICK SOCIETY', and continued to be known as such till the fourth 
decade of the rgth Century. In 1829 soon after the establishment in London 
of the Royal Asiatic Society of Great Britain and Ireland by a past Presiden: 


A 
of the Asiatick Society in Calcutta, the London Society invited the Asiatick à 
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Society in Calcutta to be united with it. In the letter conveying the invita- 
tion the Calcutta Sociey was designated as the 'Asiatic Society of Bengal', 
but as the parent of all the Asiatic Societies extant, the Calcutta Society did 
not accept the change and fitly retained its original name 'The Asiatic 
Society'. In March 1832 when Mr. James Prinsep sought the sanction of 
the Society to use its name for the Journal he was about to start, the 
resolution adopted used the words 'Asiatic Society'; but the editor deemed 
it convenient to add 'of Bengal' probably to distinguish the Journal from 
that of the London Society and the Society took no notice of it. In 1843 
when the Society took over the Journal the new name had already become 
familiar and it was formally introduced into the Code of Bye Laws published 
in 1851. 


"This name continued till in connection with the rsoth anniversary of 
the Society a proposal was mooted by the Council for obtaining a Royal 
Charter for the Society. Members will remember that the Royal Asiatic 
Society of Great Britain, which came into being forty years after our Society, 
was established under a Royal Chapter. Correspondence went on and subse- 
quently we received a letter from the Government of Bengal intimating that N 
His Majesty had given permission to the use of the word ‘Royal’ as a prefix JS 
to the name of this Society, but no charter was actually received. This was ` 
also forgotten. The Society has since then, from 1935, been known as the 
"Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal’. After August, 1047, suggestions Were 
made by some members as to whether or not we should change the name 
of the Society once again. If we had a Charter such a change would have 
implied protracted formalities. But it was found that we had no Charter 
and that the name had been changed by the Society after having obtained 
the Royal consent and the approval of the majority of members.

The Council also could not find any reason 
why the Society should drop the word ‘Asiatic’ and adopt the word ‘Asian’, 


as suggested by the Government of India. The votes recorded, on the 
report of the scrutineers, are as follows: 


“So far as the dropping of the word ‘Royal’ is concerned 79 members 
have voted for and 25 members voted against. 


“On the second proposal to name the Society as ‘The Asiatic Society’, 
83 haze voted in favour and 21 had voted against, and one ballot paper has 
been rejected. 


“Under Rule 65, I am announcing the results of the voting on the basis 


, of the scrutiny of the votes cast on the two proposals made’’. 


After the Chairman had made the above announcement, Dr. R. C. 
Majumdar enquired as to whether the proposed change in the name of the 
Society would be given effect to immediately. 


.The Chairman informed Dr. Majumdar that this matter would now have 
to be considered by the Council of the Society and then regularised at the 
next Annual General Meeting according to the rules. p 


8. The Chairman then requested Dr. R. C. Majumdar and Dr. J. N. 
Banerjee to read their paper on “Two Imādpur Image Inscriptions of 
Mahipala’’. 

Dr: R. C. Majumdar said: ''During the last monthly meeting the 
President spoke about some of our lost treasures and also hinted that at the 
‘next meeting we might have occasion to hear some more of this kind. These 
‘sculptures were exhibited in a meeting of this Society in 1881 and later on 
they were acquired by the British Museum. Dr. Majumdar discussed the 
inscription and date which appeared on each of these images.

“Scholars previously read the date as 48, meaning year 48 of the reign 
of Mahipaladeva (1) of the Pala dynasty of Bengal. Dr. Majumdar showed 
in this paper that it was difficult to read the last of the three letters preced- 
ing the figure 48 as tta or tt. According to him it is closely analogous to 
the figure for roo and the date hence should better be read as 148. The 
word Sam preceding it, referred to the Newari samvat of 880 A.D. and would 
give the equivalent as 1028 A.D., which was quite satisfactory as the 
Sàrnath Inscription of Mahipaladeva was dated V.S. 1083, i.e. 1026 A.D. 
The use of the Newar era in the inscription was possibly due to the fact that 
the donor of the images was probably an inhabitant of Nepal.” 


After Dr. Majumdar had discussed the reading of the date on these two 


. bronze sculptures, Dr. Banerjee spoke on the iconographic features of these 


Sculptures, E 

He said: “These images were found a long time ago in a village of 
Bihar in the Muzaffarpur district. Dr. R. C. Majumdar had shown how a 
Proper reading of those inscriptions could throw a lot of light on the fixed 
chronology of the Palas. Their iconographic importance would be pow dealt 
With by me.”

Dr. Banerjee further discussed the iconographic signifitange ofàthe two o 
s a € 
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sculptures and pointed out the rare and unusual features in each, which 
were not properly recognised by previous scholars. , The first image 
described as representing Balarama, Lakshmi and Vasudeva, should really 
be identified as Balarama, Ekanamsa and Krishna-Vasudeva, and 
Dr. Banerjee cited from texts in support of this identification. The second 
represented the three Matyikas or mother-goddesses, Kaumari Brahmani 
and Vaishnavi, seated at ease between the figures of Ganesa and Vira-, 
bhadra, who had been wrongly identified as Kuvera by previous scholars. 
Both the sculptures were of rare iconographic interest, as very few specimens 
conforming to these sculptures had been met with. 


The Chairman remarked: ‘‘At the last meeting T had announced that 


the Asiatic Society planned not only to unravel what was now buried in the. . 


dim past but to take steps to recover what was our own so far as this 
Societv was concerned, and had now been found to be lost. How these 
images—all these different treasures—travelled 9000 or roooo miles awav 
cannot easily he unearthed. but steps are being taken. but T do not know 
with what success. to ect back what was the Society's own treasures, Tt 
may later be possible to set them back. Tt must he stated that during the 
last Too .vears there was no proper stock taken of all these images or of the 
other ancient treasures which we had.

. Dr. Hora then read his paper and said: “There are two schools of 

thought in this country. According to some, even modern Science has 

described nothing new that was not already known. There is a second ' 

school of thought that considers that everything western must be up- 
rooted.” 


Dr. Hora continued: ‘‘Among the animals declared as inviolable in 
Asoka’s Pillar Edict V, there is a mention of five fish or fish-like animals. po 
There has been considerable controversy among oriental scholars regarding . 4 ; 
the probable identity of these fishes." 3i 


He weighed the various interpretations against the background of his 
knowledge of Indian fishes and came to the following conclusions ; — r 


I. Anathika machhe (Sanskrit: anasihika malsyam)—A boneless fish 
(Sharks). 

2. Vedaveyake (Sanskrit: vidrava)—Something easily eluding grasp 
(Eels). ; 

3. Gamgapuputake (Sanskrit: Pupputaka)—A fish-like creature having 
a swollen or lumpy body. (The Gangetic Dolphin or the Indian 
Freshwater Porpoise). 

4. Samkujamachhe (Sanskrit: Sam Kuc to contraci)—Contracting and 
expanding fish. (Skates). 

5. Kaphatasayake-seyake (Sanskrit : Kaphata-savi)—Sleep or death- 
feigning fish. (Puffer fish). 


“Catching of these five fish or fish-like animals," said Dr. Hora, “was 
prohibited by Asoka because they do not come for the enjoyment of men 
nor are they eaten by men (ye patibhogam no eli no cha khadiyatiy' . 


“In this Pillar Edict Asoka also enacted that “Fish are inviolable and 
must not be sold, on the three Chaturmasis (and) on the Tishya fullmoon 


during three days, (viz.) the fourteenth, the fifteenth, (and) the first (tithi), 
and invariably on every fifth-day’’. 


Dr. Hora gave scientific Teasoning for interpreting tisu Chatummasis 

‘ as the third Chaturmasi and not as the three Chatwymasis. The third 
Chaturmasi is the rainy season when the principal food fishes of India breed 

In Evers. Further, it has been ascertained that breeding usually takes place 

© ound about the full-moon, new-moon or the eighth day after the new or 
full-moon. It Would thus appear that fishes Were protected by law during 

the breeding Period. The most remarkable feature of the legislation is the 
prohibition Tegarding the selling of fish on these days. à

fish, Professor Hiralal Chopra and Dr. Nihar-ranjan Ray joined in elaborate 
discussions on fish known to India from time immemorial and enjoyed even 
to this day.

I must say, said the Chairman, that we should place on record ‘our 
grateful thanks to Dr. S. L. Hora for his extremely interesting paper. 
5 (ti) The Chairman then requested Dr. K. P. Biswas to read his paper 
x on Indian Dioscoreas and their role in Dielary. 
Dr. K. P. Biswas said: “I shall take the last thread of Dr. Hora’s 
remarks, viz., the population pressure and the availability of food supply. 
With that end in view I shall try to find out which are the edible under- 


“= ground roots which can be used as food. There are various kinds of root- 


5:9 


plants grown in many parts of Eastern Asia and I will confine my remarks 
mainly to the Indian Dioscoreas or ‘Yams’ as they are commonly known in 
the markets of this country.” 


Dr. Biswas then gave a short history of Dioscoreas, their distribution, 
habitat and possibilities as a supplementary food. Systematic enumeration 
of the species together with a note on the different methods of cultivation 
&nd comparative analysis of yams (Kham aloo and Chubri aloo) and potato 
was made. 


More than 30 different varieties of these Dioscoreas were projected on 
the screen (with the help of the Epidiascope) and some of the species shown 
Were so big as to weigh from 48 lbs. to nearly a maund. China too is 
famous for the cultivation of Dioscoreas. 


There are 5 or 6 edible species and they are particularly grown in 
western India, from Kashmir right up to Ceylon. Dr. Biswas said that 
these edible types are seen in most of the markets in this country, and this 
plant should be cultivated as an important item of food supply. The edible 
portion is the root embedded in the soil. 


Dr. Biswas finished his lecture amidst applause from those present in 
the meeting.

“The present article attempts to bring to the notice of the Botanical 
world and of the Indologists the discovery of a long lost but much | 
referred to manuscript on Botany in ancient India, namely, the : 
Vrksayurveda of ParaSara. The Kautilya Arthaéastra, the Agni and 
other Puranas, ihe Brhatsamhita and the Sukraniti, amongst others, 
have each a chapter on some aspects of this Veda. The Vatsayana 
Kamasutra includes the Vrksayurveda amongst the 64 kalas or arts 
developed in India.

The casts were projected on the screen through the Epidiascope. 


Sri S. K. Saraswati said:—‘‘About the second week of the last month 
a dealer from Lucknow brought some coins for sale and while examining his 
coins my attention was drawn to several plaster of Paris casts kept in a 
separate box. I was immediately interested as these casts presented features 
Which appeared to be unusual and not met with in the coins described in the 
Standard Catalogues. I prevailed upon the dealer to leave these casts with 
me on inspection. The casts were of the coins of Vima Kadphises, Huvishka 
and Kaneshko. The dealer, who belonged to a family of hereditary jewellers 
and coin dealers, could not give me any information about the originals of 
these casts, but told me that they have been preserved among their family 
effects for sometime past. It may be presumed that the originals were also 
in their family and had been sold off. 
“While trying to ascertain the numismatic value of the originals of 
these. casts I came by an article by M. F. C. Martin on “Some new Kushana 
gold coins’ in the Numismatic Supplement, No. XLIV, included in the 
Journal of this Society for the year 1933. I found these casts exactly tally-

.Ing with the coins described therein, and there can be no doubt that the 


Originals of these casts had been described by Mr. Martin. Immediately J 
discussed these casts with my teacher, Dr. Banerjea, and he recommended 
their acquisition as documents of invaluable numismatic importance. Mr. 
Martin gives no information about the whereabouts of these coins, but it E 
be presumed that they had been acquired by,him. Dr. Banerjea grew 

attention to a gold coin which had been acquired by the Brtish Musgum, 


in the year 1934. From. the descriptión of, this coin in thg Nusyisyratic 5 
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Chronicle for the year 1934 it appears to be exactly alike the original of the 
first cast now on exhibit. The description of the Numismatic Chronicle is 
again silent about the provenance of this coin or the manner of its acquisition 


by the British Museum. lt is possible that the coin described by Mr. Martin 


and that acquired by the British Museum soon after are identical. 


“The casts are six in number, representing the obverse and the reverse 
of three coins. The first is a coin of Vima Kadphises and shows on the 
obverse the figure of the king seated facing with head to left on a throne or 
howdah upon an elephant which is walking to left. He holds a sceptre on 
his shoulder and there is a monogram to the right. The original was to 
some extent worn out, but the legend in Greek may be read, with some 
amount of certainty, by comparison with that on the copper coias of the 


king. The obverse is unusual in several respects. The type with the king~ 


riding an elephant is new to the series of coins belonging to Vima Kadphises, 
so also the full legend in Greek bearing all the suzerain titles which are 
usually found on the copper coins only. The gold coins usually bear a 
shorier legend. The reverse is normal, showing Siva and his bull and the 
usual kharoshthi legend, both on the gold and copper coins. 

“Tf the coin acquired by the British Museum is identical with the original 
of this cast, described by Mr. Martin, the type presented here is a unique 
one in the series of gold coins of Vima Kadphises. 


“The second coin belong to Huvishka and shows on the obverse the king 
riding astride on an elephant walking to right and legend around in Greek 
Shaonanoshao Oeeshko Koshano Shao. The reverse shows the goddess 
Ardochso with the name of the goddess in Greek. So far as is known the 
British Museum has a single specimen of this type (Cf. Gardner, British 


Museum Catalogue, Pl. XXVII, 12). The coin under exhibit hence represents | 


an extremely rare type among the series of gold coins of Huvishka. 


“The third is a gold coin of the late Kushàna king, Kaneshko. The 
obverse shows the usual type of the king standing at altar and the name 
of the king in debased Greck around, and the reverse a goddess seated full 
face on an animal, described by Mr. Martin as a lion. She holds a staff-like 
object and a fillet in her two hands. To the right is the legend in debased 
Greek the reading of which is difficult. The reverse type is unique in the 
series of such coins. Mr. Martin however fails to observe the three heads 
of the goddess, clear in the cast as well as in the reproduction published 
along with Mr. Martin's description of the coins. The animal also looks 
unlike a lion, the divided hooves of thc front legs, clearly seen in the cast, 
lending additional grounds against his identification. 


"I confine my observations to a merc tentative description of the origi- 
.nals of these coins and leave the comments on the numismatic importance of 
these coins to my teacher, Dr. Banerjea, who kindly discussed these points 
with me. My purpose in exhibiting them is to point out their value as

The 
illustrations appear on the folios as well as on the wooden covers and 
are important as authentic documents of the art of painting in Eastern 
India and Nepal in the roth, rrth and 12th centuries A.D. 


= 


‘The present paper deals with the iconography of the illuminations 
in a manuscript of the Astasahasrika Prajiiaparamita, copied at Nalanda 
E in the sixth year of the reign of Mahipaladeva, apparently the first king 
of that name in the Pala dynasty of Bengal. The illustrations on the 
folios are blurred to a certain extent and those on the covers badly 
damaged. The details can be ascertained only on a careful examina- 
tion. On the folios there are twelve panels which represent the eight 
well-known scenes in the life of the Buddha—r. Nativity, 2 En- 
lightenment, 3. First preaching, 4. Great miracle of Sravasti 5. 
Descent from the Trayastrimsa heaven, 6. Taming of the mad 
elephant, 7. Offering by the monkeys, and 8. Great Decease—and 
four mahayana divinities—the Dhyani Buddha Amitabha, the Goddess 
Prajfiaparamita, the god Manjuvara and Maitreya, the future Buddha.

paper on Vedic Elements in Neo-Brahmanism. : 


Mr. Banerjee read his paper a summary of which is given below: — 


*Neo-Brahmanism or Hinduism as it is ordinarily called is a multi- 


form structure consisting of polygenous religious ideas. It is a synthesis 
or combination of the vedic and non-vedic, hieratic and popular, : 
indigenous and foreign elements. The process of synthesis, of which 
neo-Brahmanism is the result, began from an early time, but it was 
intensified, perhaps, from c. 6th century B.C. when the dissénting 
religious systems, like Jainism and Buddhism, were spreading fast on - 


the Indian soil. It is true that as time went on the popular and 
sectarian forms of worship gained a wider popularity, but the orthodox 


and traditional ceremonies continued (and in fact are still continuing) « 


into the framework of expanded Brahmanism or neo-Brahmanism. If 


the epics and the Puranas were devoted mainly to popularising the 
worship of personal gods and deities, the Dharmasutras and Sastras 
were written to preserve the popularity of the Vedic practices. An 
attempt has been made in this paper to show from relevant archzo- 
logical data the continuity of hieratic elements in the framework of neo- 
Brahmanism (the chief characteristics of which are, however, the 
worship of personal gods, like Vishnu-Krsna and Siva) in the period 
between 200 B.C.—300 A.D., and to indicate how the popular and 
orthodox elements could be harmoniously blended in the normal life 
of the people.’

Paris cast of a decadrachm (original in the Indian Museum, Calcutta) 
attributable to Alexander's Indian expedition. This coin (projected on 
the screen) which is very rare, was compared with two others more or 
less similar specimens in the British Museum, London, and some fresh 
light was thrown on the interpretation of its obverse device on the basis 
of a passage of Quintus Curtius Rufus' account of Alexander's fight 
with Porus. 

(2) The next exhibit, projected on the screen, was a unique gold coin 
of Chandragupta II, from an illustration in the Proceedings of the Society, 
1888, and Sri S. K. Saraswati commented on this coin as follows: 


"On the 4th April, 1888, in a general meeting of the Society, 
Dr. Hoernle read a paper, Notes om some new Bacterian and Gupta 
Coins, in which he described, together, with an illustration, a gold coin 
of Chandragupta from a private collection. This coin is of singular 
interest. as it shows on the reverse King and Queen seated on a couch. 
No second specimen of this type has been known up till now. Though 
the genuineness of the coin is beyond any doubt, the numismatists in 
subsequent generations failed to take a proper notice of it, and in spite 
of its uniqueness the coin was practically lost to the students of Gupta 
numismatics. It is no longer possible to trace the original coin and the 
Pn exhibiting the illustration, now the only record, is to discuss

“The coin on exhibition presents some general resemblances with the 
coins of the first three classes. On the obverse we see the king walking to., 
right and head turned to left. His right hand clasps the bow, hanging from 
his right shoulder, by the middle, the left resting on the thigh. On the left 
appears a grimacing lion in an attitude of attack. The marginal legend, 
however, is entirely gone. On the reverse we have the goddess seated facing 
on lion, couchant to left, holding fillet in outstretched right hand and lotus 
in left. On the right there is the legend Singha-Vikramah. The weight is 
118.6 grains. oe 

“The pose and attitude of the king on the obverse are interesting as they 
do not suggest any combat going on, which is the theme of the design in 
other coins of this type. Rather, the attitude is suggestive of a retreat of 
the king from the approaching lion, and it is tempting to describe the motif 
as ‘King retreating’, in contrast to Smith’s ‘Lion retreating’ class. But a 
position of retreat ill-befits a king who has been described as Swigha- 
Vikramah on the reverse, as in the other coins of this type. It would be 
better hence to describe the attitude as one in which the king appears to be 
taken by surprise by the roaring lion and is taking position for the combat. 

“Whatever the explanation of the obverse design it introduces a striking 
originality in the Lion-slayer coins of Chandragupta II. The present coin 
hence represents a new and original variety in the type. No other specimen 
of this design being known, the coin on exhibit may be regarded as unique 
in the Gupta numismatic series. 

“The other coin on exhibit is one of Vainyagupta, a king apparently of 
the Imperial Gupta family, who is known to have been reigning in 188 
Gupta era, i.e., 507-08 A.D. The existence of a king of this name has 
been known from a copper-plate inscription discovered from the district of 
lipperah in East Bengal and from a fragmentary terracotta seal recovered 
from the ruins of Nalanda. Though his position in the genealogy of the 
Imperial Guptas is not known, from his date he appears to have been a 
successor of Buddhagupta, whose last recorded date is 177 Gupta era, 1.¢., 
496-97 A.D. 

“The coin under examination is of the Archer type. The obverse 
shows the king, nimbate, standing to left holding bow and arrow as usual. 
On the left appears _the Garuda standard.’ Below the arm of the king 
appears the legend Vainya and the letter bhi between the feet. There are 
PER of the marginal legend around—Para. taka@ri raja ja ....-- 
dasadityah, from which the complete legend can be restored as Parahitakāri.

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Smith, Rapson, Allan, etc. Though Smith and Rapson were not quite sure 
about the reading, Allan was emphatic about the reading Chandra and 
because of the legend dvadasaditya and on account of the heaviet standard 
. of the coins he identifes Chandra of these coins as Chandragupta IIT 
Dvadasaditya. The first letter however, is not Cha, but Va with the vowel 
mark ai on the top and the second letter, a conjunct, can be clearly read as 
,nya. The name hence can be restored as Vainya, to be identified with 
Vainya-gupta of the Tipperah plate and of the Nalanda seal. The credit of 
readiüg the name correctly goes to Dr. D. C. Ganguli and there is no doubt 
about the new reading and the identification of the name on the coin. 


© “No coin of Vainyagupta now exists in India, the three from the 
'Kalighat hoard being the property of the British Museum, London. The 
present coin, by far the best preserved among the four known specimens, 
hence enhances the value of the collection of Srijut Singhi. 


"In conclusion I may emphasise that the varied collection of Srijut 
Singhi is expected to yield many more interesting items on proper examina- 
tion and on behalf of all scholars engaged in historical research I would 
request Srijut Singhi to make his valuable collection. available for study 
and research.” 


-In course of discussion Dr. J. N. Banerjea also stressed on the import- 
ance of- the exhibits. 


- In conclusion the Chairman thanked Sri Narendra Singh Singhi for 
inviting the Librarian of the Society to inspect his Gupta Numismatic collec- 
tion and for having made the coins available for the present communica- 
tion.

Greeks and Modern Panchabibi ; extensive ruins of the headquarters of 
Panchanagari-vishaya being still seen around the Patharghatta Fair on both 
sides of the small stream Tulsiganga about 2 miles northeast of Panchbibi 
Railway station. Chaturgram, the most northernly part of Kirradia, gave 
its name to Chaukhandi also known as Ghoraghat In discussing the 
system of land rights the author mentioned that the Phanitavithi of Mahi- 
pala’s grant became Phanitavi-thivishaya in Vigrahapala's grant and he 
argued that the headquarters of the latter became Burdhankot at a later:

Dr. Hora gave a short resume of his paper, a summary of which is given 
below : — 

“Venkayya, in his article on Irrigation in Southern India m 
Ancient Times, has referred to a large number of irrigation tanks 
mentioned in Pallava, Chola and Vijayanagara inscriptions. He has 
discussed the origin and maintenance-procedure of these tanks which 
reflect great wisdom among the Indians of those periods. It is worthy 
of not that in the inscriptions referred to by Venkayya, there is no 
mention of the revenue derived from the fishery of the tanks. In one 
inscription regarding a tank at Nangavaram in the Kuli Halai taluk of 
the Trichinopoly district (No. 343 of 1903), however, there is a mention 
of fishermen (number not mentioned) who supplied wood (for repairs 
to the boat) and got 2 kalam of paddy annually. Mr. Venkataramayya, 
a member of the staff of the office of the Government Epigraphist for 
India, brought to the notice of the author eight Tamil inscripons in 
which fish-lease money was specifically earmarked for the maintenance 
of these tanks. The author has included tabulated charts of tne 
information gleaned from the ancient records, both Sanskrit and Tamil, 
and compared them with modern conditions, offering several suggestigns 
for the maintenance of irrigation tanks and fish farming." PES

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OBITUARY NOTICES 
BISHOP FOSS WESTCOTT 


Bishop Foss Westcott, who died at Darjeeling on October 10th 1949 
was bern in the year 1863, one of the five sons of a learned and saintly 
Bishop of Durham. After education at Cheltenham College and Peterhouse 
Cambridge where he took an honours degree in science, he was ordained 
in 1887 “and came out to the S.P.G. Mission at Cawnpore in 1889. He 
became Bishop of Chota Nagpore in 1905 and in 1919 was made Bishop of 
Calcutta and Metropolitan of India, Burma and Ceylon, which high office 
he held for 26 years until he retired in 1945 ; but even after retirement he 
continued to work actively as long as his faculties permitted. Out of the 
86 years of his life, he spent 60 in India and 40 as a Bishop. 


Apart from his outstanding services to the Anglican Church, of which 
far 26 years he was the head in this part of Asia, he took a close interest 
in numerous other activities and his influence was felt in many spheres of 
Indian life. Throughout his service as Metropolitan he was sympathetic 
towards the movement in favour of self-government for India, not only 
in the ecclesiastical but also in the political fields. It was largely owing 
to his leadership that the Anglican Church in India was given freedom and 
independence from the control of Canterbury, and in so far as his official 
position permitted him to do so, he lent his great -influence strongly in 
support of political freedom for Indians. } 


The Bishop had little time for hobbies and amusements, but throughout 
his life he was interested in cricket; football and tennis, and he took an 
active part in these games as long as it was possible to do so. He continued: 
to play tennis until he was well over 70, and at the age of 67 he was 
known to play fourteen strenuous sets in one day. Even at the age of 75 
hé was able to give a good game to many young players and at the same 
period he was known to ride distances of 20 miles or more on a bicycle. 
in order to visit Christian communities in remote parts of Bengal. 

' As a member of this Society, which he joined in 1926, the Bishop 
did not find much time for active participation in its affairs, but his interest 
in Indian literature and history was extensive and he exerted great cultural 
influence in a very wide field. His early studies had given him a Lees 
interest in Scientific subjects, particularly astronomy, and he was the poss- 
essor of an astronomical telescope of which he made frequent use. =

PROF. D. R. BHANDARKAR m.a., Ph.D. (Hony.), Honorary Fellow, 
Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal, (1875-1950)

By the death of Professor Devadatta Ramkrishna Bhandarkar at the 
ripe old age of 75, the world of Indologists has lost not only a scholar and 
an archaeologist of great pre-eminence, but also a.social gentleman of a very 
high order. He was born on the roth of November, 1875, and was the 
son of Sir Ramkrishna Gopal Bhandarkar, one of the pioneer antiquarians 
of India, whose contributions to Indology and Sanskritic studies are of out- 
standing importance. D. R. Bhandarkar inherited his father's qualities. 
He graduated from the Bombay University in 1896, took his Master's degree 
in 1900, and became the Bhagwandas:Purushomdas Sanskrit Scholar of his 
University. Shortly after this he was made an Honorary Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Ethnological Survey of Bombay. His experience in this 
office stood him in good stead in his subsequent researches. He joined 
the Archaeological Department of India as an Assistant Archaeological 
Surveyor, Bombay Circle, in 1907, and served in that capacity till 1911. 
In the latter year he was awarded the Sir James Campbell Gold Medal 
of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, the only previous 
recepient of it being no less a person than the great antiquarian, scholar 
and explorer, Sir Aurel Stein. Bhandarkar was made Superintendent, 
Archaeological Survey of India, Western Circle, in the same year and he 
held the post with credit till 1917. The reports that were published by 

y him in this capacity from time to time are full of interesting and useful 
information, and they showed his zeal and earnestness in the work. Sir 
Asutosh Mookerjee had by that time (1917) decided to provide ample 


facilities for studies in the various branches of Ancient Indian History and 
Culture in the Calcutta University, 


and he was looking for a proper person 
to guide them. His choice fell up

Archaeological Department, and the corresponding Member, Indian 
Historical Records Commission ; he was elected an Ordinary Fellow of the 
Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal in 1919, and an Honorary Fellow in 1948, 
serving as its Philological Secretary from 1920-1925 ; he received the 
B: C. Law Gold Medal of the Society in 1944. He presided over the Indian 
Cultural Conference in Calcutta in 1936, and over the Second Session of the 
Indian History Congress af Allahabad in 1938. His services as the Joint 


3 Editor of the now defunct but the pioneer and unique antiquarian Journal 


of India, Indian Antiquary, from 1911-20 and 1928-33, were of a very high 
order. In the same year when he relinquished this editorial post, he 
founded with two other scholars, Dr. B. C. Law and Dr. B. M. Barua, 
the quarterly Journal, Indian Culture, which also made a notable contri- 
bution ‘to the cause of Indology. He was selected by the American 
Academy of Political Science, Philadelphia, U.S.A., to edit the Part II, 
Vol. CXLV of its Annals. ; 

Professor Bhandarkar's contributions in the domains of Indian 
cthnology, archaeology, history and culture were considerable, and a good 
many of them were of outstanding importance. It will be possible here to 
refer to only a few among them. When he had just taken his M.A. degree, 
his help was eagerly sought after by the authors of the Census Report of 
India, rgor, in the writing of chapters III and VIII dealing with Indian 


. religions, sects, castes and tribes. His article on the ** Ahirs"" in Enthoven's 


Tribes and Casles of Bombay drew much appreciative attention from 
ethnologists. His long paper on “Foreign Elements in Hindu Population", 
the last of the series of Bhagwan Lal Indraji Lectures delivered by him in 
the University of Bombay in 1903, published much later in the Jackson 
Memorial Number of the Indian Antiquary in 1911, was of a striking 


. Character, covering completely new grounds of original research. 


The principal work on which he was engaged since his retirement from 
the Calcutta University was the revision of J. F. Fleets’ Corpus Inscrip- 


tionum Indicarum, Vol. III (Gupta Inscriptions), and bringing it to date. 


Since the publication of Fleets' book in 1888, numerous inscriptions of the 
Gupta and the early post-Gupta period have been discovered, some of which 
Were originally edited by Bhandarkar himself. The scholarly world have 
long been feeling the avant of an up-to-date jedition of the work, and fhe 
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more competent editor than Prof. D. R. Bhandarkar. He had been doing . 


the work of late in failing health, and some of his friends were afraid lest 
he might not be able to complete the gigantic task. But it shows his 
strength of determination and will that he'could make the whole work ready 
for, the press just a few days before his death.

DR. BATAKRISHNA GHOSH 


Dr. Batakrishna Ghosh (1905-1950) came of a Kayastha family from 
north-east Burdwan. Both his father Arabindaprakash and grandfather 
Kedarnath were teachers of Sanskrit in Hindu School. Arabindaprakash 
soon gave up teaching and Government service to join the Swadeshi move- 
ment under the leadership of his great namesake- Sri Arobindo, and started 
a leper asylum near Calcutta. Arabindaprakash did not live long, and. the 
son of this selfless social worker had to go without proper schooling in his 
early years. Sometime after his father’s death Batakrishna Ghosh was 
admitted as a student in the Tol department of Sanskrit College, Calcutta. 
His keenness drew the attention of MM. Sakalanarayan Sharma, the professor 
of Grammar, who created in his pupil an interest in Panini. Ghosh came 
out of Sanskrit College without any degree or title but with a sound know- 
ledge of Panini's grammar. After that, at the instance of Professor Haran- 
chandra Chakladar, he studied French and German mainly with a view to 
have a first hand acquaintance with the works of the continental Orientalists 
and linguisticians. In 1926 Greater India Society published his translation 
of Jolly’s Indische Recht und Sitte. With some help from Greater India 
Society and with the promise of a Deutsche Akademic Scholarship Ghosh 
went to Germany (1930) and for two years read Linguistics and Vedic 
Philosophy under Professor W. Wiist in Munich University. His Collection 
of the Fragments of Lost Brahmanas (Calcutta 1935) won him the Doctor’s 
diploma there (1932). Then he came over to Paris and joined the Sarbonne 
University. There he obtained (1933) a doctorate on the thesis entitled 
Les Formations Nominales et Verbales en -b:du Sanskrit (Paris 1933). 


On his return to India Ghosh obtained a temporary lectureship in the 
University of Dacca. After that he was employed, till his death, as a part 
time lecturer in the departments of Sanskrit and Modern Languages in the 
University of Calcutta and also as a lecturer of French and German in 
Vidyasagar College, Calcutta. He was also associated with the National 
Council of Education, with which his father was once associated, as 
Hemchandra Basu Mallik Lecturer. For a few years he was also 2 


a Research Fellow of the Royal Asiatic Society. Just before his death the

He had just completed a survey of Indo-European languages, 
which when published, will be very helpful to the students of Sanskrit 
Philolophy and General Linguistics. He wrote an iluminating book on 
Marxism in Bengali, and his Hemchandra Basu Mallik lectures are interest- 
ing eXpositions of the principal doctrines of Indian philosophy. If and 
when published in book form these lectures will be a valuable contribution 
to Bengali philosophical literature. 


The untimely death of Batakrishna Ghosh has robbed India of a very 
fine scholar and a profound Vedicist.
